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The Origin Thanksgiving Day

HANKSGIVING Day comes from the 
misty past, the early days history. Cen- 
turies before the birth Christ the Israelites set 
apart days for Thanksgiving, and the fall 
the year for seven days they held the Feast 
Tabernacles which was thanksgiving for the 
completed harvests. 


The Romans each autumn held Thanksgiving 
feasts honor Ceres, the goddess fruits 
and grains; while the Greeks held similar festi- 
vals thanksgiving Demeter, their goddess 
agriculture. 


Various nations have held days thanksgiv- 
ing when they gave thanks for deliverance from 
danger affliction, for some especial bless- 
ing. The Dutch relief from the siege the 
Spaniards, England, 1558, appointed day 
Thanksgiving for the defeat the Spanish Ar- 
mada. Another Thanksgiving day was 
held February, 1872, give thanks for the 
restoration health the Prince Wales. 


THANKSGIVING AMERICAN CUSTOM 


But annual national Thanksgiving Day 
custom distinctly American and observed 
other nation the world. originated with 
the Pilgrims the Plymouth Colony, Novem- 
ber, 1621, little less than year after their 
landing New England. was day appointed 
for religious purposes, that the settlers might 
have opportunity express their gratitude 
for the perils they had passed, and for the bless- 
ings they were enjoying. 

The first year the new country had been 
long, hard one; their only neghbors were sav- 
ages, though these fortunately were friendly. 
The land was practically wilderness and the

Accordingly, day was set apart Governor

custom. Two years later, when rains came after 
season drought, another day thanksgiv- 
ing was held. Then, again, three years later, 
when relief from famine came from England, the 
gratitude the colonists was expressed 
Thanksgiving Day, and after that the custom 
was usually observed annually. 
Later the colonies New England, and 
New York and Pennsylvania, adopted the 
Thanksgiving festival, and when George Wash- 
ington made his first Thanksgiving Day procla- 
mation was taken all over the country; 
Washington chose the last Thursday Novem- 
ber, but for some years there was regular 
date for the celebration, occurring some time 
during the autumn. 


The present custom National Thanksgiv- 
ing the last Thursday each November 
probably due Mrs. Sarah Hale, noted Phila- 
delphia woman, who wrote the governors the 
various states regarding it, and finally suggested 
President Lincoln that issue such proc- 
lamation. 


Since President Lincoln’s proclamation 
1863, naming the last Thursday November 
the day for National Thanksgiving, that day has 
been regularly observed.

American Language”. Its editor-in-chief will 
Dr. William Craigie, heretofore Oxford, who 
coming this country occupy the chair 
Professor English the University Chicago. 

Dr. Craigie’s intention enlist the students 
regular course dictionary-making, illustrat- 
ing the meaning words with extracts from Amer- 
ican writers. expected that those who develop 
proficiency the task will continue after their 
graduation from the university, transmitting the re- 
sults.

London correspondent Chicago daily who 
has interviewed Dr. Craigie quotes him stating 
that like the great Oxford Dictionary, which 
joint editor, the new Chicago Dictionary will 
trace the history every word from its earliest 
known use, but that “unlike any dictionary hereto- 
fore produced America, will draw its illustra- 
tions the uses and meanings words composing 
the language the United States exclusively from 
the writings Americans”, thus constituting 
belated recognition scholars that the American 
language and the language Great Britain are 
longer exactly the same tongue”. 

Dr. Craigie’s impression that “Americanisms 
not become prominent the American written 
language until after 1800”, though before that time 
there had begun deviations the spoken 
language. thinks that “primarily, the assimila- 
tion the different dialects spoken the English 
colonists America was the real foundation 
American English”. 

BOOKS Arnold once 
wrote his glad find that the past 
vear have least accomplished more than usual 
the way reading books which the beginning 
the year had put down The im- 
portance reading, not slight stuff get through 
the time, but the best that has been written, forces 
itself upon more and more every year live.” 
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Many wise and holy teacher reading these 
lines will nod emphatic assent and say, “Yea, 
verily.” “The best that has been written” is, after 
all, alone worth our while; and but impress 
our children with this saving truth our educational 
work will eminent and the public library will 
them least unmixed blessing. 

Few us, perhaps, deliberately read “slight stuff 
get through the time,” but are inclined per- 
suade ourselves that are mentally fatigued and 
that need the refreshment furnished the 
chocolate-cream and marshmallow school litera- 
ture. But are deceiving ourselves. Peace 
mind and joy spirit come far more readily from 
the perusal great books that suit the mood and 
the moment. 

Arnold’s confidence his sister contains con- 
fession that will balm more than one us. 
says that least had “accomplished more 
than usual the way reading the books” had 
planned read. Which being intrepreted means 
that did not quite accomplish his ideals. had 
planned read more than actually did read, but 
was nevertheless contented—though not satisfied 
—with what had accomplished. The thought 
that scholarly Oxonian like Arnold did not alto- 
gether carry out his literary resolutions may give 
cause for hope when we, too, fall somewhat short 
our expectations. The main thing Arnold’s 
case was that least accomplished something 
and that, too, the main thing our case. 


CONTROL SCHOOLS OPPOSED.— 
After hearing address Archbishop Michael 
Curley, Baltimore, assailing organizations who 
would “destroy the God-given rights parents and 
meeting Washington members the 
Holy Name society adopted resolution opposing 
the proposed establishment federal department 
education, citing its indorsement the recent 
meeting Scottish Rite Masons for the southern 
district the United States. 

The resolution condemned “all movements having 
for their object the suppression Catholic and 
private schools.” 

Archbishop Curley his address assailed organi- 
zations “loud religious prating who would de- 
stroy, they could, the very lives millions 
American citizens, their own superiors from every 
standpoint, the light burning cross.” 

“This not religion; not Americanism. The 
spirit displayed such groups essentially vicious, 
unjust and destructive,” the archbishop said. 


CHURCH SCHOOLS GARY SUCCESS. 
—One the unique features the Gary School 
System the Church School. Religious instruction 
offered all denominations the novel and 
successful plan adopted. the near vicinity 
most the schools, there conducted class 
religion. 

Most the Protestant denominations have united 
and have religious instruction appointed hours. 

The work for Catholics public schools forms 
one the activities the Judge Gary-Bishop Aler- 
ding Settlement House. far-reaching im- 
portance, because thousands children, whose 
parents are perhaps careless and fallen away, are 
reclaimed and kept within the bosom the Church, 
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and through these reclaimed children, many the 
parents are brought back the Church. 

Superficial observers sometimes claim that such 
work injurious the parochial schools. They are 
entirely mistaken. The parochial schools are crowd- 
and there are over four thousand Catholic chil- 
dren frequenting the public schools. Again, even 
though there were room the Catholic schools, our 
work did not create this condition but rather met it. 
The parochial schools have been established for 
years and our work not discourage their at- 
tendance but reclaim those little ones whose 
parents neglect their religious education. bad 
enough have careless parents but would far worse 
these precious little souls had careless church. 

The present prevailing system follows: The chil- 
dren are allowed come religious instruction twice 
week during the Gym classes and attendance religious 
instruction not optional but compulsory, the same 
though were part the school curriculum. Parents 
sign printed form authorizing the school authorities 
allow the children attend these catechism classes. Our 
part the work provide meeting place not too 
far from the public school that the children will not 
lose too much time and back for their other classes. 
far have six centers with average attendance 
approximately two thousand children, and are most 
anxious provide four more Huts that can take 
care all our children. 

These Huts are large commodious buildings and cost 
about $5,000 each. The classes are conducted the 
Poor Handmaids Jesus Christ, Donaldson, Indiana, 
assisted the Missionary Catechists Our Blessed 
Lady Victory, who occupy portion the Settlement 
House, and also few lay teachers. This year these 
zealous teachers prepared six First 
with total 315 children. They also considerable 
visiting and settlement work among the families the 
children who attend their classes. 

The children instructed are all nationalities and 
various ages. 


CITES NATIONAL BLESSINGS.—The usual annual 
presidential proclamation was issued for Thanksgiving 
Day, when gratitude should expressed for “many and 
great blessings” which have come the people during the 
year. The proclamation cited specifically wealth, peace, 
health, freedom from pestilence, abundant harvest, spread- 
ing commerce, and good wages among these blessings. 


IMPORTANCE EYE CONSERVATION.—Defec- 
tive eyesight affecting the country’s industrial output, 
handicapping education, and growing menace hu- 
man welfare, asserted the Eye Sight Conservation 
Council America comprehensive eyesight survey 
two years duration covering the entire field eyesight 
conservation. The deleterious influence eye defects 
and eye diseases, declared, challenge civilized 
effort social control. 

Summarizing conditions education, the report, called 
the most comprehensive its kind ever completed this 
country, says that per cent the school children the 
United States “have manifest defects vision and symp- 
toms eyestrain.” This result was reached through simple 
visual accuity 

Defective vision increasing among older students, the 
survey colleges and normal schools indicates. Poor 
eyes, disclosed. induce retardation and are responsible 
some measure for the backward student. The preva- 
lence defective vision, found among six groups pupils 
retarded their progress, varies from per cent 
per cent. 

Eyesight, important factor affecting the output 
the industries the United States, being overlooked, 
the report asserts. The average proportion defective 
vision reported varied and distributed companies 
was 44.3 per cent. 

Sections the report deal with eye hygiene, eye dis- 
eases, eve defects, sight and education, eyesight and 
occupation, eye protection, and illumination school and 
home.

organization and development our Cath- 

olic school libraries bring our libraries face 
face with many important problems, that must 
solved before the greatest efficiency can reached 
directing the resources the libraries the at- 
tention and use the readers. 


That the modern library occupies conspicuous 
place the education the youth our day 
matter that has long since passed the period ex- 
perimentation. fact one the conditions sine 
qua non for standardization all nationally recog- 
nized agencies that every library seeking full ap- 
proval shall equipped proportion the needs 
the students all studies the curriculum. 

The availability materials the shelves 
any library large measure dependent upon its 
state organization, the proper administration 
competent librarian, and the instruction stu- 
dents the use 


here where many our Catholic school li- 
braries have failed, part least, measure 
the demand the hour. The reasons for this defi- 
ciency are not far seek. (1) Limited financial re- 
sources more than aught else have greatly retarded 
development and growth. (2) Failure executives 
and teachers recognize, evaluate and deter- 
mine the importance properly equipped and 
functioning library has been the serious mistake 
uninformed and inexperienced persons authority. 
(3) The lack faculty and library personnel with 
sufficient training carry the work proper 
organization has left many collection books 
the state chaos. (4) The need the systematic 
instruction students the use books has been 
sorely neglected and causes considerable loss val- 
uable, time both the librarian and patrons. 

The finances necessary for satisfactory equip- 
ment, careful maintenance, and efficient service can 
met the exercise practical initiative the 
librarian, and energetic yet economic library ad- 
ministration which the sympathy, co-operation, 
and support school executives 
faculty members must persistently and faithfully 
cultivated. means lightening the burden 
operation and book purchase the assessment 
nominal fee all students, provided there exists 
nucleus books sufficient proportion and qual- 
itv for the establishment loan department. The 
privilege withdrawing books for home use for 
limited period together with the reference service 
rendered ought ample compensation the 
patrons the library for any such small outlay 
money. 


some communities the school library looked 
upon necessary evil. superiors and su- 
perintendents schools have this attitude indif- 
ference the one charge must try dispel the 
lethargy inviting teachers and other interested 
persons investigate conditions, and should 
endeavor unite their efforts with his own for the 
benefit all. Here service, knowledge, and kind- 
ness stimulate mutual confidence, helpfulness, and 
support. The little seeds information and advice 


blended these occasions and planted here and 
there bear fruit good season and proportion 
the efforts made all concerned. Under these cir- 
cumstances prudent school administration can 
longer resist the pressure urged faculty 
members and the librarian, and therefore united ac- 
tion invariably follows. 

Sometimes, however, happens that certain 
schools have not faced the library problem all. 
These institutions need jolt disturb their pas- 
sivity, for they are hindering the wheels progress. 
Science was once taught only the classroom, but 
today laboratory necessary. What laboratory 
the scientist that the library the teacher 
general. one would now think teaching 
chemistry physics without having the place, the 
equipment and the chemicals necessary carry 
experimentation. The predilections chosen text- 
book author given field knowledge are anal- 
ysed closely and every idea scrutinized just 
the chemist determines the constituent elements 
drop water. Without the room, without fur- 
nishings, without books some studies are most diffi- 
cult comprehension. Some years ago the aver- 
age student high school college was content 
absorb only the matter his text books. These 
were for him the alpha and omega knowledge. 
our day systems have been transformed. The psy- 
chology education has brought about changes 
the methods teaching that time and experience 
have given the final stamp approval. The library 
factor education has received this determina- 
tion and sanction the best teachers. the educa- 
tional process going benefit one for life, then 
its effects must also last for all time. Otherwise 
runs the risk falling into second illiteracy, 
does not employ his power reason, intellect, 
and memory when his school days are over. The 
number people this class would enormous 
should survey ever attempted. the library 
habit nourished the child during its early 
grades, books later become necessary for its mind 
food for its body. The indictment that has fre- 
quently been placed upon our Catholic people 
that are not reading people. With the growth 
the Catholic library movement this charge now 
gradually being dissipated. 

our Catholic Schools all grades regard the 
library with favor and the stimulus organized 
effort applied, the advancement Catholic edu- 
cation will certainty. Catholic scholarship will 
then stand the foremost rank. Catholic author- 
ship shall find Catholic readers. encouragement 
and appreciation shall felt that necessary 
art. 

few years ago the Library Section the Catho- 
lic Educational Association was founded because 
was recognized that certain problems could best 
solved organization Catholic librarians 
working harmony with one another for the ac- 
complishment common purpose. During the 
brief period its existence the Library Section has 
uncovered many problems its discussion and 
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some these are now reaching solutions various 
committees. 


For over fifty years the division religion the 
Dewey Classification has proved unsatisfactory 
Catholic users. The author too has long recognized 
certain deficiencies. has granted permission 
the Library Section the aid him the 
revision. Thus the committee co-operating with 
the Committee engaged similar task, 
and with International Commission composed 
European associations also working conjunction 
with the with this common purpose. The 
most noteworthy collaborators abroad are the Li- 
brary Association Great Britain and Societe 
Bibliographie Brussels. 

the last meeting the Catholic Education As- 
sociation committee Catholic nomenclature was 
appointed compile list subject headings 
conformity with Catholic religious usage. The latest 
list subject headings compiled the 
Publishing Board contains hundreds pages 
matter but was not competent handle the prob- 
lem hand, and only group Catholic librarians 
and specialists sacred science can supply sat- 
isfactory list. 

One the greatest labors performed since the 
beginning the American Library Movement was 
the compilation Poole’s Index Periodical Lit- 
erature several large volumes. This covered the 
literary effort magazines during the course 
the nineteenth century. This monumental work 
was supplemented various guides published 
the Wilson Company. Without the aid 
these finding lists much periodical literature would 
have rested undisturbed this day the shelves 
our libraries. The number Catholic magazines 
and reviews included Poole and the Wilson 
guides can counted the fingers one hand. 
Unless some action taken Catholics publish 
separate guide nearly all Catholic contemporary 
thought will consigned the sea oblivion. 
aim give our Catholic schools the best ex- 
pression Catholic scholarship. place too 
heavy burden the individual instructor note 
down articles worth while, and every teacher 
compelled like manner the same task. Thus 
there reduplication effort preserve few 
citations—a work that can simplified the pub- 
lication cumulative list Catholic periodical 
literature, which will serve everyone who cares 
use it. 

The library our proud heritage from the ages 
faith. The work the scriptorium yes- 
terday. the monastic institutions the labor 
gathering literature was enormous undertak- 
ing, but there were willing workers always hand. 
Today the printing press pours upon 
avalanche reading matter. Our task also enor- 
mous. Are equal it? the monks the 
manuscript age esteemed study transmit their 
beautiful handiwork, illuminated and carefully written, 
surely there corresponding effort demanded 
use every energy place Catholic scholarship before our 
people and bequeath the best fruits these brilliant 
minds generations yet unborn. have within our 
power perpetuate the best learning, the best science 
and best philosophy the age which 
graphic guides are the key which unlock the doors the 


treasure house knowledge which contains the last wills 
and testaments thought ages past.

capable teachers, upholding raising the stand- 
ards our schools, and ultimately improving the 
grade scholarship among the pupils. our pub- 
lic school systems these duties fall the lot the 
superintendent and his assistants, the principal and 
his assistants, general supervisors, grade supervi- 
sors, and supervisors special subjects. Only 
our largest archdioceses have need com- 
plicated system required for our city public 
schools. Our problem thus greatly simplified and 
rule the work can well attended lim- 
ited number officials. Usually superintendent, 
principals, and community supervisors comprise the 
diocesan staff. 

Supervision two kinds: direct, personal 
inspection class work; and indirect, reports 
examinations and subordinate supervisors. These 
two methods hand hand, the one being sup- 
plementary the other. Formerly the report meth- 
was more common. The tendency now towards 
the increase personal inspection the more ef- 
fective method. Mere reports can never supply the 
purpose personal inspection, which the im- 
provement the teacher and the school advice 
following inspection nor can they give the superior 
the personal acquaintance with his teachers which 
necessary for best results. 

know more important phase school 
work than supervision. Without supervisory sys- 
tem there can co-ordination district, nor 
can there any particular school. the first 
case each school independent unit whose means 
and ends depend entirely upon the principal. 
the second, each class independent unit de- 
pending entirely upon the skill and constancy the 
teacher. With proper supervision competent 
authorities need have fear that grave defects 
will creep into our schools, they have already 
crept need have fear that they will not 
speedily corrected. For efficient supervision 
thoroughly organized system indispensable. Wil- 
liam Estabrook Chancellor, superintendent 
schools the District Columbia, wisely says:

The pedagogical market well supplied with 
literature this subject. Every new book treating 
administration deals liberally with supervision. 
has been treated repeatedly and length the 
National Educational Conventions and the Cath- 
olic Educational Conventions. Still, many educa- 
tors are slow realize its importance. Conditions 
existing some our public school systems are 
almost unbelievable. Let take example from 
the city New York where may reasonably ex- 
pect find good results. 

School Standards” Mr. Frank Mc- 
Murry, Professor Elementary Education 
Teachers’ College, Columbia, tells the results 
survey which made the schools New 
York With the permission the princi- 
pals accompanied them their tours inspec- 
tion. Among other questions asked the princi- 
pals how much time they devoted supervision and 
how much administrative duties. Thirty-two re- 
plies taken random show that only one-third 
their time was devoted supervision. Some the 
schools contained from sixty one hundred classes. 


Mr. McMurry says that the facts collected indi- 
cate the prevalence the following practices: (a) 
The time spent the principal with any one teach- 
was extremely small; most cases not more 
than three four minutes. (b) rule re- 
marks were made the class any teacher and 
the remarks made the privacy the principal’s 
office seldom required more than three four min- 
utes. (c) Usually the principal set aside special 
time for the interview and required time for re- 
hence could touch only upon such mat- 
ters came first thought. 

Here are some the results Mr. 
interviews with teachers. One teacher who had been 
thirty years the system, when asked what ex- 
tent had received help from higher authority, re- 
plied: “No help Another, when asked how 
long how often any principal superintendent 
had discussed his instruction with him either 
method subject matter, replied: “Practically not 
Then added, “You have shown more 
curiosity and have quizzed and talked with 
longer than have all the superintendents and prin- 
cipals twenty-one years the New York 
system.” Thirteen out fourteen teachers asked 
random, said that they had never received any 
help from their principals. The fourteenth had re- 
ceived some help, but she could not remember its 
nature.

Two succes- 
sive grades were doing the same work Arith- 
metic. Reports were carelessly kept neglected. 
Teachers had become self-sufficient. Many had 
fallen into ruts and were developing faulty time-kill- 
ing methods. many instances teachers were de- 
voting whole periods mere recitations and mak- 
ing attempt instruction. Thus see that, 
religious though are, need supervision our 
school work just need monthly and annual 
retreats for our spiritual progress. 


Since the appointment the first superintendents 
Education the cities Buffalo and Louisville 
1837, when the personnel the supervisory staff 
consisted the superintendent and the principals 
the various schools, the administration our city 
public schools has developed until have such 
complicated organizations that New York, 
with its general superintendent and his assistants 
and business managers, forty-six districts each with 
its superintendent, general supervisors, grade super- 
visors, and supervisors special subjects. The size 
the schools has also increased until have 
schools with five thousand pupils and one hundred 
teachers. The systems and schools have grown 
such proportions that supervision superintend- 
ents and principals has become practically impos- 
sible. Only our largest archdioceses does the 
number our schools approach that the public 
schools city million inhabitants. And very 
rarely have schools with thousand pupils. The 
average attendance our parochial schools about 
three hundred. evident, then, that our task 
comparatively easy, and most our districts and 
schools are small enough properly supervised 
superintendent, principals and community su- 
pervisors, 


one hundred and eleven dioceses the United 
States, there are only thirty with more than seventy 
schools, and that all that superintendent can 
keep personal touch with. How then are those 
the larger systems supervise? Evidently 
impossible for one person the work with any 
degree satisfaction. The only solution seems 
divide the larger dioceses into districts con- 
taining about seventy schools, each with its super- 
intendent. Without this division the superintendent 
has hope personal contact with his teachers, 
and must satisfied with the reports subor- 
dinate officers and make the best bad job. 

The superintendent’s duty inspector three- 
fold: first, inspection the principal’s work and 
the school general, its cleanliness and order, and 
the conduct the children and about the build- 
ing; secondly, inspection the teachers and their 
classes; thirdly, the accumulation records. 
has various means knowing his teachers and 
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schools. has the reports principals and su- 
pervisors with whom meets frequent intervals. 
has statistics and reports examinations. All 
these must supplemented and confirmed 
actual visit the class every teacher the sys- 
tem least once year. small schools only 
eight rooms, day, larger schools, two three 
days must spent actual inspection the class 
work. visit must followed conference 
with the principal and teachers, which calls 


attention the general good qualities well 
the their particular school and makes his recom- 
mendations for improvement where necessary. This should 
followed private conference with those teachers 
who need special advice. Finally, should have pri- 
vate conference with the principal, which makes 
recommendations regarding the school general and the 
teachers. his return his office these recommenda- 
tions should typed duplicate, one copy for his files 
and the other for the principal. 

papers read previous conventions notice that 
some supervisors are averse calling the attention 
teachers their faults. Some think that more good can 
done praising the virtues and ignoring the faults. Re- 
member, that our teachers are religious who have been 
through the purgative way their religious training, 
way which their faults were exposed and examined 
with microscopic eyes. Correction faults was their 
main pastime during the early part their religious life 
and long after. Correction expected, and will not 
seem severe after the exacting requirements the reli- 
gious novitate. course, faul-finding never pleasant, 
but faults exist they must corrected; otherwise the 
purpose supervision will defeated. Correction not 
necessarily offensive. The supervisors should develop 
sympathy and kindness such degree that they may 
compared the gentleman who invited his neighbor out 
his house with such grace that the latter thought was 
being invited in. 

Now that the superintendent’s work the school 
finished, how know whether his visit bear 
fruit must see for himself making flying 
visit that school within month two, keep 
touch with the school through the principal community 
supervisor. should know the schedule the supervi- 
sor and have conference with him before visits the 
school. glance his records will enable him call 
the supervisor’s attention his recommendations any 
particular school. One thing certain, that his visits 
are not followed losing time making them. 
superior can take for granted that his orders are carried 
out. must have check-up system. 


The principal the main factor the making 
school. its head, its organizer, its director. The 
schoo] the reflection his character, his aims, even his 
hobbies. Such principal, such school. Since his per- 
sonality impressed upon the school through supervision, 
the logical person whom this duty falls. 
the only person the system who has constant view 
what going his building. knows the teachers 
well enough offer the most constructive criticism. 
sees the work from all angles and can make comparisons 
and form judgments the relative values different 
types teaching. The principal bears the same relation 
the school and its teaching staff that the teacher bears 
his class. the one most interested keeping his 
school, his unit the diocesan system, the standard 
set for all the schools the system. Whatever may 
said the importance good teachers, know that 
the school falls short the requirements, the prin- 
cipal who has shoulder the Needless say 
that must relieved all teaching that may be- 
come the leader the teachers the educational policies 
the school. must man strong character, 
capable realizing and shouldering 
thoroughly conversant with the aims the system, and 
above all experienced and successful teacher. Like the 
superintendent, has many other duties but none more 


than supervision, hence other duty should 


ever permitted interfere with it.

ATHER good story told Southey Mr. 
Knowlson’s book, “The Art pub- 
lished the Thomas Crowell Company, New 
York. Southey, seems, had been telling Quaker 
lady how spent the day. had told her that 
studied Portuguese grammar while shaving, read 
Spanish for hour before breakfast, wrote 
studied after breakfast until dinner; word, how 
all his time was filled writing, reading, eating, 
talking, taking exercise and sleeping. When had 
accounted for each moment both day and night, 
the Quakeress asked this pertinent question: “And 
friend, when dost thee think?” Southey’s answer 
not given. What would ours be? 

great deal being said and written about silent 
reading. appears that such reading only 
means end, the end being make the reader 
think. One sometimes hears reading spoken 
lost the statement may over strong but there 
certainly some truth it, for good reader 
rarely found. Pleasant, even well modulated voices, 
and correct pronunciation are fairly common, but 
intelligent rendering the writer’s thought gift 
possessed only the chosen few. While there are 
undoubtedly many contributory causes these un- 
fortunate conditions, the chief reason for the unin- 
telligent reading which are frequently 
forced listen lies the fact that people read with- 
out thinking. many labor saving machines mark 
the progress the century which live that 
may waiting have added the list one that 
will away with the necessity mental activity. 

Reading defined Dr. Boyer “the process 
getting thoughts through sight symbols and ex- 
pressing them through oral (Modern 
Methods for Charles Boyer, Ph.D. 
Published the Lippincott Co., Phila.) This 
definition lends itself the consideration the 
subject under the two headings reading done for 
self and reading done for others. 

Reading done for self may looked from the 
three viewpoints value self, value others, 
and requirements. The value reading the one 
who reads can scarcely over-estimated. is, 
were, second hand perception, very satis- 
factory substitute for the actual perception which 
often beyond our reach. puts touch with 
the history past that would otherwise prac- 
tically unknown us; gives such knowledge 
the present could hardly acquired any 
other way throws light the future that could 
come from other natural source. may indeed 
ranked among the best educators and regarded 
one the essential forces that develop keen 
intellect, sound judgment and cultivated taste. 

While the truth the other statements seems 
self-evident, may necessary, least perti- 
nent, show how reading helps develop keen 
intellect, sound judgment and cultivated taste. 

Intellect, taken its usual sense, the power 
knowing distinguished from the power feeling 
willing. Mental powers, well physical are 
developed use; hence the power know de-

not from the reading books? Even the case 
the very young child, oral teaching must sup- 
plemented the lettered block the printed page 
the primer. the child grows older, text books 
furnish much the knowledge gained school. 
When enters high school, supplementary reading 
forms important part the curriculum. For the 
college student, research work absolute neces- 
sity. for teachers, why they simply could not 
teach without consulting the works the great 
masters the field pedagogy. Then, too, 
reading obtain different views the same sub- 
ject well different ways expressing the same 
view. This differentiation our intellect what 
the grindstone the steel blade; sharpens our 
wits and enables cut down the barriers ig- 
norance uncertainty and know things they 
are. 

Judgment, the result asserting agreement 
disagreement between two ideas, evidently de- 
pends for its soundness, least the case nor- 
mal intellects, upon the knowledge have the 
two ideas question. say, for instance, that 
Mr. Smith taller not tall Mr. Jones, our 
statement necessarily founded upon our 
edge the height each the two men. Here 
course may acquire our knowledge personally, 
but the vast majority cases calling for judg- 
ment our knowledge must gained from others, 
usually through the medium the printed volume. 
plain that the more extensive our reading, the 
better will our knowledge the ideas under dis- 
cussion, and hence the greater our capability pro- 
nouncing sound judgment the agreement 
disagreement existing between them. 


Taste the power discerning and appreciating 
whatever constitutes excellence; cultivated taste 
the taste that has been fostered labor, care 
study. Perhaps for our present purpose, might 
define cultivated taste taste that has been fos- 
tered laborious and careful study. Surely there 
are few things better calculated than reading give 
the power discerning and appreciating what- 
ever constitutes excellence. Books place before 
the knowledge, the views, the way expressing this 
knowledge and these views, many cases the very 
personality those who have been leaders along the 
highways and the byways human progress from 
the ages distant past the years possible 
future. Again, what better adapted than reading 
furnish with the matter that must acquired 
laborious study would cultivate our power 
discernment and appreciation? Most rely 
more upon the objective than the subjective; put 
more crudely, depend largely upon what 
take for what give out; only the chosen few 
can, like the spider, spin their web from within. 
Man is, normally, gregarious and imitative; goes 
with the crowd and tends adopt the crowd’s way 
viewing things, The greater part his 
edge, both nature and men, frequently from 
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books. Take the question geography. What 
would most know about the different countries 
the world which live were not for the 
text book the geographical magazine? Or, turn- 
ing history, how many could become fa- 
miliar with the story the past the story the 
present without the aid historical publications 
and current event literature? The literature, taking 
the word its broadest meaning, that has been 
handed down through the ages, one man’s 
greatest earthly treasures. opens vistas deep 
thought, noble emotion, beautiful expression, 
and teaches some life’s most important lessons. 
quote only two instances: Shakespeare’s tragedy 
Macbeth shows the lengths—or should one say 
depths?—to which ambition may lead, while his 
tragedy Othello depicts the savagery jealousy, 
one the most common human passions. 


sum the value reading done for one’s 
self, might say that has influence difficult 
define though easy perceive. Association with 
good, well written books akin association with 
good, well educated people. Almost unconsciously 
one adopts, not only their modes speech and ac- 
tion, but also their attitude towards the problems 
life. Incidentally wonder how many read 
the New Testament, the royal treasure house 
beauty thought and expression, the story told 
man the Spirit God. 

Reading done for others may considered 
affecting the way which regard these others, 
the way which influence them and the way 
which reach them. 


There certain broadness mind brought 
about reading, second only the personal ex- 
perience the man who travels. Inferior per- 
sonal experience far the latter reaches, read- 
ing superior that goes farther and deeper. 
Take, for instance, man’s knowledge his fellow 
men. who travels much meets men differ- 
ent nationalities, different types character and 
different degrees mentality. Yet surely one 
traveler can actually come contact with many 
diverse human beings may known 
through the medium the printed page. Even 
granting that could accomplish this physically 
impossible task, would able only hear the 
words and see the actions these persons, never 
penetrate their thoughts become cognizant 
their motives. Both the power penetration and 
cognizance, however, are placed within the reader’s 
grasp the writers who have studied human na- 
ture and who are, therefore, psychologically capable 
depicting human characters. There old 
saying that one should mellow with age; simile 
drawn, perhaps, from the ripening fruit. While 
are not sure that the saying can proved true, 
there are least some good reasons offered 
learn more the trials and temptations life; 
become better acquainted, fortunate not 
through personal experience, with the weakness 
man’s will and with the lure and the strength his 
lower passions. find our words misinterpreted, 
our actions misjudged, our motives misunderstood 
and realize that others may subjected the 
same unfair treatment. Hence grow kinder 

our interpretation what others say, more lenient 
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our judgment what they do, more prone 
believe the motive good even when the word the 
deed can hardly condoned. Now this personal 
experience becomes multiplied, were, the 
knowledge, obtained from books, the personal 
experience other men, real fictitious, the na- 
tural tendency reading broaden our outlook 
the world around and make more toler- 
ant our fellow men. were focus our at- 
tention spiritual reading, might still far- 
ther; such reading tends make view all men 
creatures God, children Mary, souls ran- 
somed the Blood Christ and destined like our- 
selves live forever heaven. When view 
them this light, find great difficulty 
bearing with them giving them our respect and 
assistance. 

the way which reading affects our influ- 
ence over others, little need said. One might 
the thoughts and views put forth the writers 
good literature, others react the reflec- 
tion, one may call such, these thoughts and 
views found ourselves. Again, there probably 
nothing more calculated obtain influence over 
others than sympathy; but reading, since makes 
broader and more tolerant, must also make 
more sympathetic. Then, too, the knowledge 
human nature acquired reading will make bet- 
ter understand the trials and difficulties those 
with whom meet and thus enable give them 
wiser counsel and more appropriate advice. Finally, 
the development our faculties brought about 
well ordered and systematic reading, will result 
increased strength character; this strength 
character will naturally show itself our words 
and actions and inspire others with confidence 
our opinions and reliance our 


Reading may help reach others either di- 
rectly way conversation writing. Let 
consider first direct means. Reading aloud 
seems have gone out style; might not 
bad idea bring again. Surely hour would 
spent far more profitably listening the work 
some good author than the gossip that panders 
idle curiosity rather than intellectual moral 
development. Nor need reading merely instruc- 
tive; may entertaining well. Think the 
possibilities offered good reader the rendering 
some dramatized sketch, some dramatic episode 
some humorous incident. Take for instance 
dialect story. half funny when one reads 
when one hears read, well read course, 
some one else? dramatic monologue, 
Browning’s “My Last Duchess”, perhaps. How 
much more effective becomes when read with the 
changes tone and inflection that would found 
the old duke’s voice! Moreover the same piece 
literature may read different ways and thus 
acquire different meanings. The slurring one 
word, the emphasizing another, connection here, 
disconnection there; each and all these may 
used make what read convey the message 
that would have our hearers receive.

inherent limitations outlines history, 

subject treated several recent issues 
The Catholic School Journal, may, believed, 
profitably resumed, because the grade teachers 
American history have this stage the scholastic 
year guided their pupils through the epochs dis- 
covery and exploration, periods rather intricate for 
young folks. may that many instructors have 
already commenced explain their classes the 
strife amongst five European governments for the 
exclusive occupation New World tracts hitherto 
uncultivated. The Spaniards, the French, and the 
English endeavored, the order named, estab- 
lish colonies along the Atlantic coast North 
America. Settlers sent hither under the auspices 
Holland and Sweden arrived soon But, 
well known, both powers were promptly elimi- 
nated from this competition. 1655 the Dutch, 
demonstration force, easily acquired New 
Sweden, the lower Delaware. Nine years later, 
1664, armament from old England and New 
England appeared before New Amsterdam, deman- 
ded its surrender, and, meeting with resistance, 
quietly took New Netherland and with New 
Sweden. These events the race for territory 
qualified Spain, England, and France for “the finals,” 
may naturalize term from the realm sports. 
The contest was further narrowed the failure 
France plant any permanent colony the Atlan- 
tic coast what now the United States. That 
nation did, however, establish many towns and 
trading posts from Port Royal, through Quebec, 
Montreal, Vincennes and Kaskaskia, New Or- 
leans. From these and many other centers civili- 
zation she extended her influence amongst the abo- 
riginal races, won multitudes them Christian- 
ity, and with many clans formed offensive and de- 
fensive alliances. While she was thus employed 
developing New France, the name given the 
boundless region drained the Great Lakes and 
the St. Lawrence, and settling Louisiana, the 
immeasurable lands drained the Mississippi and 
its tributaries, the English, who often blundered, 
were firmly rooting themselves the soil along the 
Atlantic seaboard. Inasmuch Spain did not seri- 
ously attempt colonize the eastern coast the 
United States, except fringe what she called 
Florida, England and France were left for three 
quarters century face face for the mastery 
that part North America which they knew. 
Amongst historians eminent well obscure 
there concerning this familiar outline substantial 
agreement. Indeed the narratives the inter-colo- 
nial wars seldom disagree. Therefore, one hesitantly 
undertakes prepare paragraph that might inter- 
rupt this harmony. But certain facts once liter- 
atesque and picturesque have some mysterious 
manner been passed over without 
would not amiable assert that they have been 
consciously suppressed. They were omitted, per- 
haps, for lack space, for extent this subject 
immense.

sion their absence raises ripple plain, unwrin- 
kled tale. The effect this truncated treatment 
somewhat diminish the fame France, an- 
cient, worthy, and renowned nation. the other 
hand, one needs improved vision who believes that 
ultimate British triumph does not point the pos- 
session among England’s administrators more 
practical patriotism. 

The present writer does not remember ever 
have seen school history any mention the 
massacre Lachine, yet was not unconnected 
with the American phase King William’s war 
(1689-1697). The American aspect that conflict, 
when considered all, generally introduced 
account the massacre Schenectady, as- 
suredly barbaric act, though not unmitigated, for 
occurrences equally destructive and not less atro- 
cious preceded, and the opinion competent 
scholars provoked it. other words, the Albany 
outpost was sacked and sixty-three its peaceful 
inhabitants slaughtered retaliation for deeds not 
less dark. Why did Christian Frenchmen ally 
themselves with bands hunting nomadic 
savages? This question may answered asking 
why English colonists entered into alliance with 
the Iroquois, aboriginal nation not less ferocious 
than either the Hurons the Algonquins. The 
fact is, neither colonizing power disdained the as- 
the Indian. 


When, during the year 1609, Champlain and two 
other Frenchmen joined war party sixty Indians, 
who invaded the land the Iroquois, assisted 
the defeat the foes his allies, but thereby 
inflicted upon the colonizing activity his country 
injury from which never recovered. the 
massacre Lachine and others occurring about 
the same time not few writers see the late harvest 
seed unwisely planted eighty years before 
intrepid explorer. Champlain had sown the drag- 
on’s teeth. 

young chief, amazed the buildings which 
beheld the occasion his first visit Quebec, 
had begged Champlain accompany him cam- 
paign against the Iroquois, who occupied central 
New York and who terrorized all the dwellers the 
wilderness. Late June 1609, Champlain with 
two countrymen and sixty Indians, all that remained 
large party, made his way the Richelieu 
River into the lake that bears his name. its 
waters they encountered July the canoes 
strong band Iroquois, who were the war- 
path. The latter landed, built rude fort, and, after 
generous exchange with their foes, rested 
till morning. Then two hundred warriors, armored 
wicker hide, trooped out their barricade. 
Champlain, more perfectly accoutered, advanced 
the front the smaller band with loaded arquebus 
his hand and his side sword. The Iroquois 
drew their bows. this the Frenchman aimed 
his well loaded piece one the chiefs and fired. 
His shot instantly killed two chiefs and mortally 
wounded third. The confusion thus caused was 
heightened the other Frenchmen concealed 
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the woods who then discharged their guns. These 
swift deaths led the Iroquois abandon their dead 
chiefs well their canoes and their flight 
fling away their weapons. Their rout, which 
many were killed, was complete. Francis Parkman 
describing this campaign states that “Champlain had 
invaded the tiger’s and now, smothered fury, 
the patient savage would bide his day blood.” 
Why, may inquired, were the Iroquois the 
war-path, and whither were they paddling? 
only know that long before the arrival Europeans 
the New World the native races were engaged 
wars extermination. Doubtless their motives 
were similar those which all ages have influ- 
enced white men. The later destruction the Hu- 
rons the relentless Iroquois, one the tragedies 
the wilderness, was not averted either prodi- 
gies Huron valor French assistance. 
destiny their race had been doomed. 

Had Champlain remained neutral and proclaimed 
himself friendly both sides, the events come 
would doubt have been different, for his nation 
and his religion would have gained access the af- 
fections and the lands the Iroquois, but the mis- 
take described well similar one during the 
following year made the great confederacy cen- 
tral New York the implacable enemy France and 
Catholicity. other words, Champlain had in- 
separably bound with English interests the best 
organized nation north the Gulf Mexico. 

The school histories beginning King William’s 
war with the massacre Schenectady make that 
fiendish act appear like unprovoked French atro- 
Lachine, which was earlier event, only plunges 
one into the mazes the French and English rival- 
for the control New York, its frontier lakes, 
and the furs the adjacent region. This sub- 
ject, boundless its range, could fairly summa- 
rized statement that the atrocity Schenec- 
tady was the culmination destructive raids having 
their origin distant past, raids that antedated the 
arrival the French and the English, and which 
neither nation made entirely unfashionable. 


The Governor Montreal had been sent 
France the autumn 1688 represent the criti- 
cal situation Canada, and urge upon the king 
the adoption system reprisals against the 
English for the misdeeds the Iroquois. There 
met Count Frontenac. was then agreed that 
force regulars and militia was move way 
Albany against New York. The time this ad- 
vance was signified the commander 
squadron who, the waters around Manhattan, 
was co-operate with the army. After slight suc- 
cesses this disappointed naval officer sailed home. 
the meantime Frontenac arrived and beheld the 
scene desolation wrought Lachine the Iro- 
quois. Tidings were just then received that this 
massacre proved western Indians that the power 
France was low ebb. that moment the 
Ottawas were considering treaty with the Iroquois. 
similar attempt the part Frontenac had prac- 
tically failed. The French and Indians who had 
left Montreal had first intended attack Albany. 
But that undertaking being deemed beyond their 
strength, they marched instead Schenectady (Cor- 
After the massacre they were pursued toward 
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Montreal and punished colonists from Albany 
and party Mohawks from the surrounding vil- 
lages. these raids not certain who ate more 
prisoners, the savages serving with the French 
those allied the English. 

the last half the eighteenth century the sol- 
diers France were destined fight many bat- 
tlefields. its earlier years the most formidable 
adversaries the king were Frederick the Great, 
Prussia, and, after 1760, George the Third, Great 
Britain. The most distinguished soldier France, 
and one who took little part the enervating pleas- 
ures Versailles, was Louis Joseph, Marquis 
Montcalm. was scholar, soldier, and landed 
was devoted his family, his country, 
and his had campaigned Germany, 
Bohemia, and Italy; had known the depression 
defeat and the rapture victory. 1756 was 
summoned Paris command the small military 
force intended for Canada. The school texts notice 
his victories America, where confidently faced 
the future, but fail fully describe his last fight. 

From the outset Montcalm despised the Indian 
allies France, and well would have been his 
superiors had shared his sentiments. was from 
these savages that the Governor New France, the 
Marquis Vaudreuil, expected success. his 
opinion they were important part the Cana- 
dian army. passing may remarked that not 
few these allies were cannibals. The Governor, 
who had been born Quebec, was not only cham- 
pion the Canadians, whom was passionately 
devoted, but the savages his native country. 
Slowly though surely mounted the ladder pol- 
itical fame until became, 1742, governor 
Louisiana. year before the coming Montcalm 
had been made governor Canada. and his wife 
had swarm needy relatives, many whom, matter 
how ill qualified for office, must provided with places. 
There were likewise multitude flatterers whose whis- 
pers and Vaudreuil’s own vanity convinced him that 
was military genius. resented the arrival Mont- 
calm and regarded his companions Frenchmen who 
were fill places desired his needy kinsfolk 
other Canadians. fact, persuaded himself that was 
who had the chief command and not the intruder sent 
out from France. His later acting this part had, 
shall see, momentous consequences. 

his troubled state mind Vaudreuil wrote the 
court letters many and voluminous magnifying his own 
achievements and disparaging the exploits Montcalm. 
The Governor being resolved the French commander’s 
ruin often stooped falsehood. Moreover, encour- 
aged the thousands Indian allies wage war their 
own barbaric way. his view peace would come war 
were pitiless, and, fighting frontier folk, ruthless his 
Indians made it. cautioned Montcalm that was not 
wise too strict with his savage allies they would 
forsake the cause France and over the English. 
His busy pen was prompt report and condemn the 
haughty tone the French officers toward both Canadi- 
ans and Indians. 

Montcalm could not under the circumstances prevent 
the murder many prisoners war, but checked In- 
dian atrocities and reorganizing the Canadian force was 
able strike deadly blow the English post Os- 
wego, where captured sixteen hundred prisoners, thus 
giving France the control the country around the 
Great Lakes. When afterward forced the surrender 
Fort William Henry, his Indian allies murdered fifty Eng- 
lish soldiers and decamped Montreal carrying with them 
two hundred prisoners. This spite the fact that they 
had agreed the terms surrender. the risk his 
life Montcalm put stop the butchery prisoners.

“See! Antony that revels long nights 

notwithstanding up.” 

HIS remark Caesar’s indicates but one side 

Antony’s character, and first impression, 
somewhat misleading. Not that mean 
exonerate him deny the fact that has strong 
tendencies toward nocturnal revels and worse, but 
object the basis that starts off with 
prejudiced idea about this man extraordinary 
genius. doubt, Shakespeare’s way pre- 
paring for the disgraceful closing life that 
was surely destined for higher and nobler ends. 
any rate, there little evidence the play, Julius 
Caesar, justify the rebuke. The picture rather 
the Antony that might have been shrewd con- 
triver, clever psychologist and born leader 
men. 

Antony young, that moderately so, probably 
not yet his forties. True, consul the 
time, but his preference for sports, his youthful 
habits and, above all, the fact that chosen 
run the “holy course,” reserved almost exclusively 
for “the sons noblemen,” leads favor the 
above theory rather than that advanced 

Mark Antony springs from noble family. Some 
say that descended from the great Hercules. 
Indeed, gives evidence the pride feels 
this tradition not only the manner his dress 
but also his bearing and general appearance. 
big stature and has “goodly thick beard, 
broad forehead, crook-nose and manly look his 
countenance.” (This the testimony Plu- 
tarch). Besides, noted for his courtesy and 
liberality, often living common with his soldiers 
during their many campaigns. All this, doubt, 
explains the great popularity which enjoys and 
the facility with which prepossesses men his 
favor. 

Plutarch recounts many incidents the early 
life Antony. Some these shall enumerate 
here because the light which they threw his 
subsequent career. His mother, Julia, was the 
house Julius Caesar, which fact explains the inti- 
mate friendship between Caesar and Antony. While 
quite young Antony fell into fatal friendship with 
Curio, dissolute man given over lust and all 
insolency.” Although was removed from this 
influence, appetites had been implanted which did, 
time, develop beyond his control. The next few 
vears were spent Greece where turned him- 
self study and strove master the art elo- 
quence. Here, came contact with Gabinus 
who enticed him join with him and thus com- 
menced his training arms. was during one 
the campaigns Egypt that Antony first met Cleo- 
patra, then her fifteenth year. This event was 
momentous because marked the commencement 
their great romance. His rise the army was 
phenomenal and his bravery much admired. 
For this sake, was greatly honoured both 
home and abroad, albeit, lost much his pop- 
ularity when home through his extravagant 


habits and riotous living. Thus, event succeeded 
event until come the victory Caesar over 
Pompey the battle Pharsalus, which point 
Shakespeare takes the trend the story. 

Antony introduced into the play Caesar’s in- 
timate adviser, ardent admirer and faithful friend. 
His first act the would-be coronation Caesar, 
which experiment fails. Then there lapse and 
hear little him until after the assassination 
Caesar, matter month’s time. surmise, 
however, that not lost for sordid entertain- 
ment with which occupy himself during the in- 
tervening space, 

Sudden tragedies often have the effect rousing 
with Antony. The death Caesar throws him 
his own resources and ends that parasitic condi- 
tion which hitherto has sustained him his life 
ease. must now fight for his existence, and im- 
mediately, moth from its rough and grimy chry- 
salis, there evolves new and greater Antony. 
longer the “limb Caesar” but, Cassius 
has foretold, power feared, shrewd con- 
who has indeed improved his means and 
stretched them far enough circumvent his ene- 
mies and “burst all barriers his onward race for 
power.” 

sooner Caesar dead than Antony, not 
person but through the medium his servant, tact- 
fully and with shrewdness enough, proffers his 
fealty Brutus and craves parley under protection 
Roman’s honor. This boon easily obtains 
from the noble-minded Brutus. Immediately upon 
his arrival, oblivious all else, Antony addresses 
the lifeless form Caesar, bidding him affec- 
tionate farewell if, indeed, marked the end 
his allegiance. Then, turns toward the conspi- 
rators and, imitation his master, “offers them 
his throat cut;” takes their hands, “reddened 
the noblest blood all the world;” and, finally, 
pledges his friendship terms false they are 
freely spoken. lest they should suspect 
his motives detect his flattery and cowardice, 
acknowledges his suspicions clever device known 
all deceivers) and then addresses himself Cae- 
sar’s body, ostensibly beg pardon for “closing 
terms friendship with his enemies,” but reality 
study the effect his experiment. The parley 
now apparently end and Antony turns 
leave, when suddenly, though were after- 
thought consequence, broaches the real 
purpose his interview, namely, speak Cae- 
sar’s funeral, “as becomes friend.” This, Brutus 
unhesitating grants, though under certain condi- 
tions and against the advice Cassius. Antony’s 
real purpose revealed his words the servant 
Octavius: 

“Yet, stay awhile; 

Thou shalt not back till have this corse 
Into the market-place; there shall try, 

oration, how the people take 

The cruel issue these bloody men.” 

hard ascertain just what are his real senti- 
ments, and hence suspicion naturally arises, just 
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here, the sincerity his affection toward 
Caesar. Although cannot with certainty settle 
this matter, yet feel that Antony does show 
genuine love for his deceased master. any rate, 
being nephew Caesar, should have motives 
strong enough warrant such love. Granted even 
that the grief shown immediately after Caesar’s 
death and again the Forum may may not 
sincere, have not proof evident his soliloquy, 
pardon me, thou bleeding piece earth, 


Does not here manifest sentiments sorrow, 
admiration and above all revenge, which itself 
undeniable criterion man’s love? 

The overwhelming victory which Antony gains 
over Brutus, the Forum, presents some interest- 
ing problems. Why, for instance, should Brutus, 
the philosopher, fail impress the citizens, while 
Antony moves them frenzy? Or, again, why 
should the effect Brutus’ oration momentary 
while Antony’s speech results action, intensive, 
effective and enduring? Two elements enter into 
the explanation, form and content. Characteristic- 
ally enough, Brutus speaks prose, the medium 
philosophic thought; Antony speaks poetry, 
the language the passions. Brutus appeals the 
judgment, honor and patriotism populace de- 
void these qualities; Antony speaks the heart 
simple, direct language. Brutus holds ideals 
the mob; Antony, way object lesson, shows 
them something tangible, something calculated 
make impression their senses—Caesar’s man- 
tle rent with many gashes; the will, which makes 
them his heirs for ever; and finally, his body, 
“marred the hands Brutus merely 
states the case, namely that since Caesar was am- 
bitious slew that loved Caesar less 
but that loved Rome more”; Antony gives con- 
clusive proofs, the effect that Caesar was not 
ambitious: 


“He hath brought many captives home Rome 
Whose ransoms did the general coffers fill.” 


“When that the poor have cried, Caesar hath wept.” 


“You all did see that the Lupercal 

thrice presented him kingly crown 

Which did thrice refuse; was this ambition?” 

These are facts, evidences which allow de- 
nial, and soon bring convictions. 

Another interesting distinction observed the 
manner which the two orators test the effect 
their speeches. When Brutus has proposed his ser- 
ies questions stops abruptly and asks the 
citizens, point blank, for their opinion: 


pause for reply.” 


Antony, the contrary, always finds convenient 
direct his attention, critical moments, toward 
his deceased friend, and this attitude has 
excellent opportunity catch the spontaneous, half- 
whispered remarks his hearers. not this, after 
all, typical two speakers? 

remarkable note that while Brutus goes 
into the pulpit under the most farovable condi- 
tions, that comparatively speaking, Antony 
bound stipulations which seem make success 
impossible. 

“You shall not your funeral speech blame us, 
But speak all good you can devise Caesar, 
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And say you our permission; and you shall 
speak 

the same pulpit whereto going, 

After speech ended.” 


Yet, none these directly violates. never 
speaks the conspirators save honorable men; 
but herein lies the secret his success. knows 
that can once undermine the good opinion 
which every Roman bears toward Brutus, the malice 
the whole conspiracy will once become evi- 
dent. Hence, associates the nobility Brutus 
directly with the ambition Caesar: 

“Yet Brutus says was ambitious 

And Brutus honorable man.” 
Thus, while, all appearances, merely refutes 
3rutus’ charge, “that Caesar was ambitious,” (to use 
familiar expression) kills both birds with the 
one stone. For, soon has proven that Cae- 
sar not ambitious, the citizens begin doubt 
the purity intention with which the conspirators 
have acted. Rapidly, the conviction grows upon 
them that these men are not, after all, Brutus in- 
cluded, honorable 

ANT.—I fear wrong the honorable men whose 

daggers have stabb’d Caesar. 

Fourth traitors; honorable men! 
And yet, this moment, Antony has never 
spoken word directly against Brutus his fol- 
lowers. 

Having gained the confidence the people and 
aroused their indignation against the conspirators, 
but one thing remains: they must have motives for 
their revenge. Accordingly, the latter part his 
speech endeavors impress upon them that 
punishing the enemies Caesar they are revenging 
personal injuries. shows them that, with the 
downfall Caesar, disaster has come each man’s 

what fall was there countrymen! 

Then and you, and all fell down, 

Whilst bloody treason flourished over us.” 
Finally, the climax reached when, after producing 
the will which makes them Caesar’s heirs, shows 
them the body their benefactor, covered with 
many wounds, which “like dumb mouths ope 
their ruby lips” plead for vengeance. 

Brutus has given his reasons for the assas- 
sination Caesar and about leave the Forum 
perfectly satisfied with himself. There 
thought for the future. The little enthusiasm which 
has stirred waves aside and, through mo- 
tives honor, bids the citizens remain “do 
grace Caesar’s corpse”. How different with 
Antony! have pointed out, holds the mob 
until has them completely within his power, their 
passions aroused, their energies bent direction 
which cannot fail produce the desired effect. 
the mob surges away, determined upon the annihi- 
lation not only Caesar’s enemies but their own, 
Antony looks with complaisance and muses 
himself with little feeling satisfaction: 

“Now let work. Mischief, thou art about, 

Take thou what course thou wilt.” 

There need for anxiety the consequence, 
since there but one course their organized de- 
struction. This, the remainder the play amply 
demonstrates.

Antony becomes arrogant, cruel 
and revengeful. Between seventy and one hundred 
senators are put death proscription. His bru- 
tality toward one these, the renowned Cicero, 
Plutarch tells that when Cicero’s head 
and right arm had been struck off, Antony caused 
these ensanguined members brought him 
and took considerable pleasure gazing them. 
Evidences his arrogant spirit may found his 
treatment Lepidus and his utter contempt mani- 
fested toward Brutus and Cassius before the battle. 
refers Lepidus mere possession: 


Once power, 


“This slight unmeritable man, 
Meet sent errands. 


not speak him but property.” 


Brutus’ remark that Antony, like the bee, 
threats before stings, hurls this invective 
the teeth the conspirators 

“Villains, you did not so, when your vile daggers 

one another the sides Caesar: 

You showed your teeth like apes and like 
hounds, 

Whilst damned Casca, like cur, behind 

Struck Caesar the neck. you flatterers! 

Antony has had considerable military experience 
and hence not extraordinary that, together with 
Octavius, should overcome Brutus and Cassius 
the field. Shakespeare does not allot much space 
the description the battle, but yet there 
cient impress with the fact that Antony’s cun- 
ningness valuable asset. When Octavius ex- 
presses his surprise seeing the enemy advance 
launch the attack, Antony calmly and, 
possesses complete knowledge their move- 
ments and motives, dryly remarks: 

“Tut, their bosoms, and know 

Wherefore they it: they would content 

visit other places; and come down 

With fearful bravery, thinking this face 

fasten our thoughts that they have courage; 

But ’tis not so.’ 

The battle viewed particularly from the side 
the conspirators and more properly account 
why Brutus and Cassius lose than why Antony 
and Octavius win. The reason, think, em- 
phasize the fact that the struggle really against 
the spirit Caesar who finally triumphs over his 
murderers. least, the dying words the con- 
spirators would lead one believe so. 

Thus right triumphs far Caesar’s “three 
and thirty wounds” have been revenged. Antony 
and Octavius, the material victors, are now the un- 
disputed rulers the then-known world. However, 
for Antony success fatal and marks the begin- 
ning his downfall. longer struggling against 
difficulties, sinks back into his life debauchery, 
and before long find him Egypt pursuing life 
shame. The favor which the people Rome 
once held Antony soon diminishes, and, the same 
proportion, Octavius rises until little less than 
public idol. The two rulers draw further and 
further apart until break becomes inevitable. 
the battle Actium, Antony, deserted 
greatest need the faithless Cleopatra, easily 
overcome. For sooner has Cleopatra withdrawn 
her fleet than Antony, forsaking his ships, follows 
her (so enamored with love for her) leaving 
probable victory turn into dishonorable de- 
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feat. Yet, who can blame the sailors, who see their 
leader thus desert them, for yielding themselves 
Caesar without resistance. “There Antonius showed 
quote from Plutarch, “that had not 
only lost the courage and heart Emperor, but 
also valiant man, and that was longer 
Soon afterwards, Antony ends his miser- 
able life violent hands. sad picture 
sure, for among the debris his ship-wrecked soul 
can easily recognize the germs many sterling 
qualities. How much regretted that he, 
who could readily win the hearts men his 
eloquence and sway them the mere force his 
will, should powerless when confronted with 
the duty struggling against his own evil propen- 
sities and submitting them control.

LITTLE CHILDREN.

USIC the best gift God man; the 

only art heaven given earth; the only 
art earth take heaven.” 

Music now recognized essential part 
the child’s education. Consequently, the music 
teacher must prepared take her place among 
the educators and must keep touch with the new 
advances our modern methods teaching. 

the old method, the aim was make the 
child’s mind the course instruction 
given some text book, the new method the 
aim develop the subject conformity with the 
natural bent the child’s mind, and this must 
done largely the spirit play. 

Music language interpret feeling. 
difference between the spoken language and the 
tone language this: words express chiefly 
our thoughts, while tones mainly give ex- 
pression our emotions. true that the 
word language our thoughts are often tinged with 
feeling, and this naturally expresses itself the 
musical intonations the voice. also true 
that the tone language there plenty scope 
for thought activity, but music feeling comes 
first and thought takes secondary place. 

teaching little children great stress must 
placed upon the importance sense training. Re- 
member that the child gets all his impressions 
through the senses, and that the strength and vivid- 
ness these impressions will depend upon the free 
and full action the senses. The training the 
ear sense most important. Let every new thing 
music introduced first through the ear. 

The voice nature’s own instrument, and 
perfectly under the child’s control. Hence the little 
child’s musical ideas can best worded out through 
the medium song. 

Tone should made the basis object study 
early the life the child possible, because 
directing the child’s attention tone, early years, 
there will result knowledge tones, their quali- 
ties and effects; and becomes both sensitive and 
discriminating perception. With children num- 
ber devices and experiments are possible, which 
will systematically draw their attention, first tone 
general, then special tones, and finally spe- 
cial phrases tone. all this process let 


understood that the child listener; train him 
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use his ears. Listening fundamental process 
the study music; the child must listen from 
his earliest years, that may interpret and em- 
ploy tone with meaning. listening attentively 
tone, the child becomes tone thinker. 

From the beginning, children must impressed 
with the thought that singing beautiful thing; 
thing valuable the singer, and the world, be- 
cause its beauty. must shown that 
beautiful singing use, ugly singing equally 
not use; that positive evil. They must 
constantly reminded and made conscious the 
difference between good and bad tone qualities. 
tween the tone qualities which can express whatever 
charming and those which can only express ugli- 
ness. Normal tone quality, which most children 
the same sweet tone, can usually obtained 
appeal first the child’s sense the 
second, constant stimulus thought and feel- 
ing. their efforts, however, produce good tone, 
many children are hindered physical and men- 
tal conditions. These are abnormal states the 
throat and nose; incorrect habits speech, unde- 
veloped sense pitch and habits loud singing. 


Medical aid should sought, especially case 
chronic huskiness. This may caused im- 
proper clothing and food, intemperate screaming, 
shouting singing the open air. Skilled medi- 
cal attention childhood has often saved the 
the teacher singing may give valuable aid phy- 
sician and parent. 

The quality the child’s voice naturally the 
child who hears sweet singing and pleasant speech, 
will naturally sing sweetly and speak agreeably. 
Soft, sweet singing voices, are the result soft, 
sweet speaking voices. 

Everything, therefore, that the teacher can 
improve the child’s environment, will the 
teacher’s own advantage, and much clear gain. 
The teacher’s own voice must cultivated, that 
she speaks low, sweet, clear tones. Good habits 
speech must insisted upon all times and 
all places. correct and beautiful speech contri- 
butory good tone production, not less re- 
source expression singing. 


the effort secure beautiful tone quality, 
loud singing must discouraged, though insist 
upon too soft tone also not advisable. the 
voices have been strained too loud singing, very 
soft tones are the only remedy; but the voices 
are natural, too much insistence upon soft singing 
makes the voice breathy and takes away the child’s 
self expression. 

Children’s voices are naturally high and weak, 
for the reasons that their vocal organs are small 
and delicate. The teacher should careful se- 
lecting material use only the best and that suited 
the child voice. Keep them high tones mostly. 
using the upper register. Sweet tone should en- 
couraged more than soft effects. Thought and feel- 
ing expressed singing, and the intention ex- 
press beauty through the voice, are perhaps the 
greatest influence for the creation and preservation 
good tone. 

Good tone quality well expressiveness 
singing must unfailing. All exercises well 
songs must sung musically and sweetly. 
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The more musical the teacher, the better her ear, 
the more discriminating her taste, and the more 
agreeable her voice, the more possible will for 
her secure good results the school room. 

_As final word, have the children hear good mu- 
sic well rendered great artists. Try give the 
children this opportunity, for the very highest re- 
sults may attained such advantages.

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TRAINING FOR LIFE 
Orienting the Pupil for Life

ELIGIOUS teachers have certain splendid ad- 

vantages the matter educational work. 
They can concentrate their task way that 
must stir the envy secular educators who are ob- 
liged suffer the distractions social life which 
sometimes greatly interfere with their studious pro- 
pensities. They can besides, exert their pupils 
strong religious and moral influence because their 
own complete devotion the religious life and 
the loftiest principles. should certainly 
grateful for these singular advantages. But the 
same time ought squarely face and realize, 
counteract and overcome them, certain es- 
sential disadvantages which spring also from the 
nature the religious life. 

There old saying that even good man has 
sometimes the disadvantages his good qualities. 
Human nature limited that even virtue car- 
ried great degree will sometimes bring with 
accompanying deficiencies. True, the virtue far 
more precious than the deficiencies are harmful. But 
for all that, the wise man will try allow for his 
own defects even when they are the result good 
qualities. Thus man who marvel order and 
regularity sometimes falls into rigidity conduct 
which makes him inefficient because inflexible. 
Another individual, whose humility great, be- 
comes forgetful self injure health and 
efficiency. may run the gamut the virtues 
and find many them danger one goes too 
far the right side and does not take pains coun- 
teract the defects his good qualities. 

may dare say that the same true some 
religious teachers. They also suffer from lack 
perfect balance. They emphasize and insist 
good attitude worthy principle the exclusion 
other practical considerations. dealing with 
their pupils one can sometimes see where the teach- 
has failed develop important element 
character while insisting admirably other ele- 
ments. 

Thus, take concrete instance, the pupils 
our Catholic schools are invariably trained obe- 
dience and submissiveness. They profit this 
training, course, various degrees. But the 
discipline always given them. This should 
be, because discipline and obedience and the habit 
submissiveness authority are prime import- 
ance both school and after life. But our Cath- 
olic teachers take equal care stir the pupil 
that personal self-reliance, that initiative and ambi- 
tion which ought always with obedience? 
after life, whether the pupil enters religion re- 
mains the world, his personal value and effici- 
ency will depend quite much his habit ener- 
getic personal effort and initiative his habit 
obedience. orient the pupil for life ne- 
cessary that the teacher should keep constantly 
mind the need developing personal character 
make her pupils, far possible, strong, 
well-balanced, self-reliant men and women. 

Yet the latter element character which 
most difficult train. much more usual, 
fact, for religious teacher inculate obedience 
than develop initiative. Submissiveness can 


taught masse hundreds people time. 
They may trained, have said previous 
article, “from without inwards” instead “from 
within outwards”. They may taught what 
they are told merely because exterior pressure, 
the will the teacher, the fear her punishments, 
the general example others, and on. But ini- 
tiative, self-reliance, personal ambition, are things 
which have developed individuals and can- 
not, say, taught wholesale. endlessly 
easier for the teacher general and for the reli- 
gious teacher particular dominate, subdue, and 
discipline the class than develop the charac- 
ter the individual pupil. 

Yet for after life this training personal reliance 
and rightful ambition altogether essential. the 
pupil goes out into the world used only what 
told, act with the crowd, conform cus- 
tom, that pupil ill-prepared for the personal strug- 
gle, the definite resistance, the individual aspira- 
tions necessary make him success Catholic. 
good life always struggle, but particularly 
our time when act with the crowd conform 
public morality rather immorality, what 
everybody does depart from Catholic princi- 
ple. must put resistance into our pupils 
are keep them faithful our teaching. 

This aspect education sometimes fails re- 
ceive its full need attention and effort from the 
religious teacher because not brought home 
him nor her vividly personal experience. The 
religious life certain degree sheltered from 
the fiery blast temptation which threatens 
shrivel the souls those who live the world. 
Some religious teachers have, fortunately for them- 
selves, been preserved their early and generous 
renunciation from any experience life’s real 
wickedness and temptations. They can hardly visu- 
alize themselves what alluring incitements, what 
bad example, what pressure corrupt public opin- 
ion will brought bear their pupils after 
school. they could follow the girls and boys who 
leave their classes graduation out into the troub- 
led world, and see how the world and the flesh and 
the devil hunt for their souls, they would make the 
work the class room deliberate effort orient 
these innocent young folk for life, steel them 
against temptation, bring out every ounce re- 
sistance which dormant their character and 
send them out from school fighters and champions 
the right, not merely docile pupils who know 
nothing the struggle before them. 

true that such preparation for life imposes 
extra burdens the already over-taxed teacher. 
Yet, this definite preparation for life which puts 
crown all educational work. speak and 
rightly against the methods those secular schools 
which nothing for the forming character and 
merely impart the pupils godless learning 
which leaves their hearts and wills undisciplined 
and untrained. But should ourselves scrutinize 
the effects our own training. also shall have 
proved deficient our education the young 
have merely trained them exterior submis- 
siveness have even developed them only that 
element character which consists doing they 
are told. must farther and truly prepare 
them for the struggle life. must warn them

Active sacrifice and effort were 
seldom never asked them behalf others.

Their gratitude, 
paraphrase the cynical definition, large 
measure lively expectation favors come. 


They wish receive all the good influence and 
blessings Catholic ministrations. They wish their 
children taught religious they were 
taught. But when make appeal them 
take leading part Catholic activities behalf 
others, contribute generously according 
their means for the expansion and support the 
Catholic school system, are sometimes surprised 
and disappointed their lack response. May 
not that have missed the early opportunity 
had training them co-operate? While 
school did everything for them, and asked little 
return. accustomed them receive, but 
not give. 

Now much easier for the religious teacher 
quietly ahead with her work for the children, 
doing all she can their behalf, looking upon them 
objects her benevolence, than for her 
take the persistent attitude training them make 
sacrifices and expend effort behalf the Church. 
Opportunities are never wanting for getting the 
children work for others. The experiences the 
boy scouts and girl scouts have shown that young- 
sters decidedly like called for these little 
services. good turn someone every day, 
one the fundamental principles the scouts. 
And intrigues the youthful fancy. Could not 
very much more than present, deliber- 
ately inculcate this principle our pupils and 
thus prepare them for helpful and co-operative 
life after years? 

There are many ingenious ways which the 
teacher may this. The missions are arousing 
great enthusiasm our schools and the acts self- 
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sacrifice made the pupils their mission work 
are great educational value. But there are many 
other lines school boy and school girl effort 
which would equally practicable. Thus for ex- 
ample the cause Catholic literature would 
wonderfully helped the steadfast co-operation 
Catholic students. Those the lower classes could 
collect quantities Catholic magazines and papers 
from their homes and those their neighbors and 
bring them school taken other pupils 
the hospitals and public institutions, re- 
mailed selected addresses. Pupils might giv- 
lists Catholic books and urged call for them 
the public library and keep them circulation 
when once they have been secured. 


the higher classes the students could in- 
terested buying books, have suggested, and 
forming their own library. While the teacher 
promoting these student good works, she uses

Many other subjects have 
effected entrance, claiming rightful place the 
curriculum for the development the mental pro- 
cesses. knowledge what the various subjects 
the curriculum really for the mind, and 
how they tend form character will great 
service the teacher. Inspiration and ideals will 
result from such knowledge and the spirit the 
teacher will lifted from the drudgery the 
daily drill the expectant exhibition strong 
potentiality the mind and heart the child. 

RELIGION satisfies the craving the soul for 
knowledge God and the things God; satisfies 
the longing for the realization the personal love 
personal God from which proceeds the purest 
and truest happiness life. Religion floods the 
soul with the light truth; light which gives true 
pitch the key-note the philosopher; light 
which lays bare many the secrets nature 
the scientist light which reveals motives, and dis- 
covers the rights contending nations the bal- 
ance justice and honor the historian; light

which gives inspiration poet, painter, sculptor, 
architect and composer. the previous lessons 
one learned that the art forming character only 
barely possible without the light that Religion 
brings, actuating and motivating conduct assist- 
ing reason and judgment influence the will. 

READING has always contributed generously 
the formation character. The lesson that has 
distinct message for the soul the child, that 
teaches truth such way become dynamic 
force shaping his conduct, that describes beauty 
and goodness such warmth light and harmony 
color cause imitation, that frames lofty and 
noble ideals such simple guise make them 
seem possible attainment; good reading supplies 
all these the various types literature, easily 
available today. When the teacher wishes incul- 
cate virtues kindness, perseverance, industry, pa- 
tience, love truth, loyalty, patriotism, obedience, 
heroism, and real charity, strengthen the will 
resisting the opposite vices, nothing will prove 
more wholesome the spirit the child than the 
perusal stories, appropriate age and sex, which 
will emphasize the virtue under discussion. 

While good literature proves such boon build- 
ing good character, bad literature subver- 
sive its moral effects, completely destroy, 
sometimes single reading, all the labor pre- 
vious years. The types peculiar the adolescent 
age not call for discussion the primary grades, 
but the teacher should the alert discover 
what kind taste the child manifests choice 
reading matter.

Indian Eskimo Swiss Girl Japanese 

THE INDIAN.—When the White man first came 
live America, found here race people called In- 
dians. The Indian bronze copper color. The 
swarthy Indian looked odd with his black beady eyes, his 
high cheek bones, his long dark straight hair. Because 
his copper color was named the Red Man. The 
Red Man was the first give corn and tobacco the 
people Europe. They taught the white man how 
make canoes out birch bark. Every brave Indian knew 
how fight. was very brave and wise became 
Indian Chief. The Indian woman was called Squaw. 
The Indian babies were called Papooses, They had cra- 
dle basket like your baby sister. They were sewed into 
bark casings and the Indian mother carried her baby 
strapped her back. She had all the hard work. 
Sometimes she fastened this bark cradle the branch 
tree and the wind rocked the baby while she worked. 

The Man long ago had cows, horses, hogs, 
sheep hens. had never seen apples, wheat and 
many other things common here now. But had corn, 
tobacco, and potatoes and these the white man had never 
seen. Deer and wild Buffalo supplied food and clothing, 
tent covers, bowstrings and other things which the sav- 
age used. Wild turkeys, bears, foxes and wolves were 
killed for food and clothing. The Indian fished the 
rivers and hunted the forests. But winter the food 
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was scarce. Many the Indians our country today 
raise cattle, grain and cotton. 

dress the different 
tribes American Indians varied with the degree 
civilization and with their ceremonial customs. The cost- 
umes were usually made the cleaned and dressed skins 
animals. 

The costumes the men consisted several garments. 
all tribes, the men wore breechclouts skin cloth 
fastened between the legs and brought and held 
belt which fastened front with long decorated ends. 
Over this were worn buckskin leggings fringed the 
outer sides and jacket shirt buckskin often reach- 
ing the knees. This was decorated with beads, feath- 
ers war head dress. Over the shoulders was worn 
long woven blanket. The war head dress consisted 
crown band upright feathers and fastened this 
long strip cloth which feathers were attached. This 
head-dress was supposed protect the wearer from the 
arrows the enemy. 

Both men and women wore moccasins soft skins 
which were elaborately decorated with beads. The In- 
dian women wore buckskin trousers, short skirts reach- 
ing the knees and short bright colored jackets. They 
wore their hair parted the center and either braided 
braids bound loosely with decorated head- 

ands. 

Both men and women wore silver ornaments, necklaces, 
beads and bracelets. The men’s necklaces were made 
elk teeth and badger claws, representing trophies the 
hunt. 

Little papoose his warm hand woven blanket ad- 
mired the lovely bead work and leather trimmings his 
mother’s dress. 

CLOTHING.—When the days were hot, the Indian did 
not need wear much clothing, but when cold winds 
blew and the ground was white with snow was glad 
wrap the skin buffalo, deer, fox, wolf 
bear. Today they dress do. 

SHELTER.—Indians lived hunting and fishing 
they followed the deer and buffalo from pasture pas- 
ture. When snow fell, many the wild animals roamed 
far the South land the Indian went their trail. 
the Indian houses had simple and easily moved. 
The Red Man used the things that were hand. Their 
tents, called wigwams were made skins held 
poles, others were made bark, grass, rushes sods. 
Not much was needed inside the tent. Skins were laid 
out the ground sit and sleep under. The houses 
the American Indians varied according the tribe 
and the district. The Pueblo houses the Southwest are 
solidly constructed, stone and adobe. They had sev- 
eral stories built top each other like steps. Most 
the tribes built long narrow rectangular houses tim- 
ber frame work covered with bark, skins and blankets 
with door each end the house. each side 
the central passage the space inside was divided into 
stalls partitions skins. Each stall was occupied 
family. Many the tribe had different houses for the 
summer and winter. 

After the white men brought horses the Indians, 
they began follow the buffalo and the game, and 
move about much more than before when they roamed 
the forests and pitched their tents the clearings. 

The red man knew how start fire rubbing 
piece hard wood against soft wood. Also striking 
flint. The Indians today live houses and have good 
schools. 

DEFENSE.—Indians were always the war path. 
They were goverened chief and council but they 
settled everything going battle about it. The In- 
dian was strong and brave. They knew how clip off 
bits stone use for tips arrows and heads spears. 
Sharp pieces stone were used hatchets tomahawks. 
They could make clubs strike with. They reckoned 
their bravery the number scalps they had hanging 
their belts. The Indians worshipped the sun, moon and 
stars and believed Being whom they called “The 
Jehovah” “Mighty Spirit”. 

The North American Indian was the highest type 
pagan and uncivilized man. possessed not only sup- 
erb physique but remarkable mind. But the Indian 
longer exists the natural and free man. Those rem- 
nants which now dwell upon the reservations present only 
sort tableau—a fictitious copy the past. 
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SOCIALIZING EDUCATION

The question subject matter and its mastery has 
most likely been injecting itself into the reader’s mind, 
with doubt whether socialization process would 
comprehend sufficient amount for life purposes. 
will readily granted that out the learning process 
above outlined there should come maximal comprehension 
with permanency what learned. Then too further 
extension this concession would that the procedure 
prepares the child for life which will continually 
learn, and eager learn. there should therefore 
lessening essential content during the schooldays 
would not long before the child would compass that 
which had not been attained during that period life. 

Vast experimentation, however, has demonstrated that 
the procedure can not only lead the mastery the 
worth-while subject matter, which was learned the old 
method, but practically demands enrichment the 
curriculum, with related matter required for living life 
more fully and beneficially all. not mere guess- 
work subjective opinion, but based exact knowl- 
edge, which has made traditional methods and opinions 
yield facts. has brought increasing conviction 
those who have observed all along, that the returns 
investment time and money and human effort put 
into education can materially increased through it. 
Then too the tenacity the convictions its regards 
begotten the fact that more mastery subject matter 
never guaranteed right living, because the process which 
led such mastery did not associate content with con- 
duct link that was unbreakable. The socialized pro- 
cess all question conduct, which the subject 
matter becomes not only unconscious necessity but 
automatic consequence. 

the selection materials choice cannot made 
from ready-made plans which the teacher takes over 
bodily, because the procedure governed the actual 
needs the children life. These are not sup- 
posed presumed, but surveyed through actual contact 
with the young and their needs. The social values must 
found, because only through judicious estimate 
these can the elements knowledge which are necessary 
for its vitalization read into it. The choice ma- 
terials not then matter mere opinion, but dis- 
covered and measured facts. 

This will lead the required spontaneity the part 
the pupils. Without this they can neither develop the 
use their own experiences, modify the experiences 
others giving them the benefit growing char- 
acter and developing personality. The activities involved 
are always arranged that they will give every- 
one something do, because the process intended 
enlarge the experiences the individuals that they 
may accept responsibility which accompanies co- 
operative activity. 

Here interesting phenomenon may occur which will 
show itself the peculiar form which the pupil who 
needs the development that comes from the co-operative 
activity most, the one least likely evince desire for 
such activities. The reason obvious that the indi- 
vidual always grows from what is, out what is, 
not something heterogeneous entirely new, but 
something which the very old thing with higher ex- 
ponent. The identity remains the same. grows, 
new experiences are not given him, the direction all 
preceding growth. becomes more what already is. 

This can overcome through the projection right 
interests, the securing the fullest attention the work 
done rather than the process. This ac- 
complished exposition which the young will see 
the objective clearly. this way they can guided in- 
the initiation some the activities toward its at- 
tainment. This will help them make school life, 
which be. the old methods few 
monopolized the activities. This was quite natural, but 
harmful the laggard, who has always been social 
problem. Those that rank the highest initiative and 
ability are most apt participate the oftenest school 
and class activities, and the inequalities prevalent the 
beginning classes will increase advances are made. 
This can only overcome selecting projects com- 
mon interest with activities which all can participate, 
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and which all will, because felt necessary 
common accomplishment. When such typical life activi- 
ties are established the ascertaining and unfolding de- 
tails will proceed the process advances. 

change the educational process desirable 
make more humanizing, that may lead better 
social results, the same change should welcomed 
secure better moral, spiritual and religious results. the 
results can made more social, they can made more 
moral, spiritual and religious. Right one akin 
right the other fields. right ought more 
acceptable for the last group than for the first, because 
there are many activities which the individual may enter 
into which not matter much whether they are socially 
activated not. Morality, however, and the spiritual and 
religious viewpoint must accompany every act directly 
indirectly, explicitly impliedly, which creature God 
performs. Virtue, which should characterize every act 
the creature, essentially social. the new procedure, 
or, better, the revival the oldest procedure, induces so- 
cial righteousness, must its very nature give right 
tendencies for virtues. 

socialized process education better fits the child 
for companionship with his fellow beings, cannot but lay 
the foundation for fuller cultivation the natural and 
supernatural virtues. that true, greater blessing 
than the socialization the religious instruction method 
can come the Catholic school. All its inculcations are 
aimed the development virtue. Virtue habit which 
stable quality disposing and helping the powers act. 
Habits aid acts two-fold manner; natural acquired 
habit helps the power act more easily, readily and 
‘pleasingly. Supernatural habits, infused habits—vir- 
tues—-do not confer themselves this facility, but elevate 
the power certain acts which could not itself do. 
The facility doing virtuous acts the supernatural or- 
der comes from using the virtue repetition the 
acts. 

The acquired virtues are divided into intellectual and 
moral. The intellectual virtues are intellection, science 
and wisdom. The moral virtues, the cardinal, they 
are more commonly called, are prudence, justice, fortitude 
and temperance. these virtues belong potential parts, 
annexed virtues, which, because they are not basic, are 
classified under the above. For instance, religion an- 
nexed justice, piety, because they induce the crea- 
ture give God and parents what their due. The 
various specific virtues under these are numerous that 
catalogue them cannot made here. The infused 
supernatural virtues are classified first under the theolog- 
ical, because they refer acts directly God; they are 
three number—faith, hope and charity. The second are 
called moral virtues, because they refer creatures 
the object, and are motivated the honesty 
the supernatural act which keeping with the laws 
and vivified with the grace God. These are the four 
cardinal virtues named above, from which they not 
differ object, but reason origin, because they are 
divinely infused are exercised under the influence 
grace and lead the creature the supernatural end. 

the concept all these there the social ele- 
ment. The relationships involved are course more far- 
reaching and wider range than the general notion 
socialized secular knowledge. The interrelations are es- 
sentially Christian which the Creator and all that 
has made and commanded are interwoven. Virtue the 
Christian sense more potent and extensive than-in the 
idea the secular educator. That makes all the more 
necessary, and withal more social. The natural are emi- 
nently relative potencies, that separation from the en- 
vironment which provides controls for resultant acts les- 
sens the range the potency and weakens its social influ- 
ence. The supernatural indeed are God’s free and gra- 
cious gift His needy creatures, but they are developed 
through opportunities for their exercise. Charity the 
basis the Christian social life, and, with its life-giving 
good works, cannot conceived unrelated God and 
the neighbor; the mother all the virtues. the 
order begetting virtuous acts the human soul, faith 
precedes charity and hope exercise, because God must 
first known before can loved. Likewise hope 
precedes charity, because God must first apprehended 
the good for the soul, which accomplished through 
hope, before can loved the highest good Him- 
self through charity. 
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What true the social character the virtues 
the fullest measure true the commandments and pre- 
cepts. fact the entire deposit the moral and dog- 
matic sciences might easily surveyed having char- 
acteristically social aspect, which fundamental for the 
full fruition the truths taught them, the lives 
creatures. Religious truth has been revealed indeed 
bring the creature back the author his origin, through 
the right conduct company with all the created order 
things. 

Reaction the environment, which must here inter- 
preted all-inclusive, righteous way can come 
through the grants divine grace. however science 
provides reasonable method which the natural 
groundwork least can laid for harmonious interac- 
tions between God’s creatures the end providing 
larger realization the ideals that God has revealed, 
would not rating God the right side hold that 
independently what educators may say right methods 
procedure will depend upon the infusion virtues 
and continue the traditional way. 

The fullest interpretation truth comes from its 
Virtue, known fully, must lived. 
There way proceeding backwards, and saying 
that virtue, lived, must known. The mere knowl- 
edge, however, does not provide the interpretation 
situations which such knowledge used. The 
generalizations into which the definitions the virtues 
are put cannot understood the end making them 
practical. the virtues are produced, the instruc- 
tion education them must practical. The mere 
cataloguing and defining them cannot said have this 

Generalizations, understood the valuable way 
for practical life, must preceded sense perception. 
Such conception comes from concrete work with situa- 
tions which contacts occur which may require cer- 
tain definite type moral conduct. Study and observa- 
tions such situations prepare the readier way for gen- 
eralizations. Skills and attitudes that result from the re- 
actions through multitude such situations will have 
the largest amount usefulness. 

When knowledge derived this way its formation 
will relation the functioning the phenomenal 
facts and factors life. When the knowledge 
virtue can used, because was gotten from those 
very similar facts which may used. 

Thus the will the virtuous thing enlightened 
the intellect, which can trace the way back the life 
situations which the will can use its strength acting 
virtuously. The will act right real life contacts with 
others the best sub-conscious basis for co-operative 
social activity. Determining tendencies for right social 
choices are then well laid. new situations, such 
have not previously been experienced all their ele- 
ments, the will will act righteously, and measure 
unconsciously so, and thus habit previously cultivated 
practical way can observed motivate the acts 
the new situation. 

The corporal and spiritual works mercy exposed 
religious doctrine are the foundation and chapter-heads 
for works the Christian social life. practical form 
religious instruction these can become untold 
value and worth Christian society and the individual 
members it. The list them memorized the child 
largely futile, the forgetfulness after years easily 
proves. There was time when they were learned the 
natural and effective way, many others the Christian 
truths were, through home teaching and example. The 
school cannot credited having cultivated them 
efficient way. That type home gone. The compact- 
ness family life and neighborliness broken, yet the 
poor still have with us—the poor every sense the 
spiritural and corporal works mercy. These depar- 
tures the educative power the home may noted 
rather sadly many other human activities. The school, 
the new school, must supply the loss. upon 
and defended social institution more extensively than 
ever before. can never successfully teach way back 
the old home, and bemoans losses which will 
not supply, can only spirit which resists pro- 
gress forward, while directing others backward 
whither they will never go. the meantime, while ad- 
justments are being made, the young and the future gen- 
eration suffer, they always have, through failure 
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make the educative process measure the needs 
the life process. 

Through the new procedure religious truth can not only 
taught more efficient way, but supply with its 
practicableness the neglects the new home. this 
similar steps may observed those outlined above. 
The project selected from life needs moral, 
spiritual and religious way. may the need being 
truthful, rendering Christian aid such are wan- 
dering from the right ways, any selection from the vol- 
umes material which the texts present. 


The interest the project will come from setting 
background effective common interests, which will 
stimulate the individuals the class from within rather 
than through outward persuasion coercion. Thus the 
beginning socialized feeling initiated. The simil- 
arity school and home activities will readily introduce 
choice life situations which the moral experience 
had. The good that come from such con- 
sciously moral activities, through the many incidental and 
final accomplishments the project, must not felt 
the individual his alone, but having been done for 
the good the group. The spiritual and revealed truth 
that has thus been dramatized isolated, defined, and con- 
sidered the light revelation and the authoritative ut- 
terance the Church. The overcoming selfish indi- 
vidualism should made the direct social result the 
project, with the understanding that required for the 
true grasp the spirit charity. 


The activities should developed manner pro- 
vide plenty those relationships which require morally 
social motivation. Such hold back wili often show the 
results separateness. may effort the part 
the individual feign the reactions intelligence 
which come from co-operative interrelation the details 
life. the absence such reactions and the conse- 
quent developing information the mind led pallia- 
tion, subterfuge, misrepresentation, mental reservation, 
plain lying, all which are anti-social, and are 
eradicated better method character development. 
Rich and right moral conduct can only realized through 
association with others, and all who aspire real 
teachers strive develop this. 


The details the types experiences must keenly 
observed the teacher, the working out one 
project many right habits may required, which not 
otherwise rise clearly the vision the young. Good 
will toward every member the group should evi- 
dence every step, and will similarity ex- 
periences enter into the history the work. 
condition that all are accepting some responsibility the 
work which for the good the group well for 
the individuals. 

should induce everyone color his participation with 
the acceptance responsibility for honest effort and 
observance the requirements details. This may 
rated the possessor uncultivated social tempera- 
ment stupid laboriousness, against more desirable 
attitude the presumptive superior genius who can 
things wonderful sweeps imaginative talents. Recog- 
nition the need details must enter also into the con- 
victions the teacher. this provision and concern 
for details that will lead into the experiences and interpre- 
tations which are essential the refinements Christian 
conduct. 


There can real knowledge the synthetic back- 
ground which life will provide except through such ex- 
periences. They may upon the generalizing 
and nominalistic mind trifles, yet they lead the per- 
fection Christian character, which not frifle. The 
actor life right moral conduct must sooner later 
have such experiences, necessary give them 
youth, rather than make them absorbers generalized 
information merely. 


The members the group should directed act, 
conscious the presence others, with looking-out 
attitude put right estimate the demeanor and so- 
cial presence it. The elements the gentlemanly 
conduct others should viewed such growing 
social instinct. Too often this looked upon the 
selfish weakness rather than manners. The 
loud are all too likely look upon modest reserve 
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ignorance and evalue their own occasional odious re- 
ticence the acme diplomacy prudence. Such 
are unduly aggressive should made conscious the 
rights others, because that way only can lawful and 
rightful ends attained for all. The individuals the 
group should allow more accurate estimate put 
upon their own efforts, through the mellowed 
others, that many the delusions which might other- 
wise pursue them through life may curtailed. 


Any tendency domineer with assumed officious- 
ness should modified give every member 
the group the opportunity give the best that his abili- 
ties will allow; yet willing individual should not 
hectored into obsequious silence. this connection the 
young egotist will appear with the inability doubt his 
own Such should early given the social 
reaction that his righteousness must after all have some 
relation and recognition the presence others. 
Never should the objective the efforts the group 
satisfy the teacher; their conscious attainment should 
always looked upon them the result earnest 
desires rise the high needs right social, moral 
and religious activity group which the standard 
spiritual excellence elevating plane.

mentals are acts things set apart the Church ex- 
cite good thoughts and increase devotion, and through 
these movements the heart remit venial sin. St. 
Thomas says his Summa: “The episcopal blessing, the 
aspersion holy water, every sacramental unction, pray- 
dedicated church, and the like, effect the remission 
venial sin.” The number the sacramentals not lim- 
ited. The sacramentals include public prayer whether 
liturgical private, use holy water and unctions 
various consecrations, the general avowal faults made 
the Confiteor recited Mass, Communion, the Di- 
vine Office; alms, blessings, papal and episcopal, and also 
blessings candles, ashes, palms, etc. 


HOW THE SACRAMENTALS OPERATE. 

The sacramentals not produce sanctifying grace “ex- 
that virtue the rite substance em- 
ployed, and this constitutes their essential difference from 
the sacraments. Besides the efficacy which the sacraments 
also possess common with other good works, they have 
special efficacy their own. The special virtue recog- 
nized the Church, and experienced Christians the 
sacramentals consists the official prayers offered where- 
God implored pour forth special graces those 
who make use the sacramentals. These prayers move 
God give grace which would not otherwise give, 
and when not infallibly granted, for reasons known 
God’s Wisdom. All the sacramentals have not the same 
effect; this depends the prayer the Church which 
does not always detail their particular effects, specify 
any particular fruit, the case with blessings ves- 
sels meant contain the sacred oils. the other hand, 
some sacramentals, among them the cross, the blessing 
which the Church asks that this sacred sign may re- 
ceive the heavenly blessing order that all those who 
kneel before and implore the Divine Majesty may 
granted great compunction and general pardon faults 
committed. This means remission venial sin alone, 
for only the sacraments, when the reception these 
impossible, perfect contrition possess the power re- 
mit mortal sins and release from the penalties them. 
The sacramentals are dependent the Church which es- 
tablished them, and which therefore has the right 
develop, modify abrogate them. The Catholic 
Church has always used and maintained against heretics 
this power over sacramentals, for these help distinguish 
the members the Church from heretics, who have done 
away with the sacramentals, use them arbitrarily and 
with little intelligence. the Catholic Church alone be- 
longs the right determine the matter and form the 
sacramentals. The Church, that the supreme authority 
represented its visible head, alone legislates this 
matter, because the bishops longer have the power 
modify abolish particular legislation what im- 
posed the universal Church.

SIGN THE CROSS. 
ancient times the condemnation, “Thou shalt 

the death the cross,” was the infliction the most dis- 
graceful death possible for man endure and was re- 
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served for the slaves and the lowest and vilest human 
beings. But since our Blessed Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ, the immaculate Lamb, who represented the human 
race laden with every crime, suffered and died the 
Cross, thus redeeming the human race from the slavery 
sin and the devil, the Cross has become the most sacred 
all symbols, the symbol freedom, “the freedom 
wherewith Christ has made you free.” 

From the dawn Christianity the Cross became the 
symbol hope and object religious veneration. 
Therefore the sign the Cross the most important 
sacramental. the early days the Church, during the 
persecutions, order not expose this sacred sign 
mockery, the sign the Cross was small, and made with 
the thumb the right hand most commonly the fore- 
head. Later, the triple sign the Cross, made with the 
thumb the forehead, the mouth. and the breast came 
used Christians, and this manner making the 
sign the Cross prescribed the Mass the be- 
ginning each the Gospels, but nowhere else the 
liturgy. The most common way making the sign 
the Cross that which made putting the right hand 
the forehead, then the breast, then the left and 
right shoulder. 


THE USE THE SIGN THE CROSS 
DEVOTIONS. 

St. Cyprian Bishop Carthage cries Lord 
Thou hast bequeathed three imperishable things, 
the chalice Thy Blood, the sign the Cross, and 
the example Thy suffering.” 

Origen cries out: “Let bear our foreheads the 
immortal standard. The sight makes the de- 
mons tremble. They who fear not the gilded capitols, 
tremble the sign the Cross. 

Tertullian bears testimony the frequent use the 
sign the Cross the Christians the second 
century. “At every motion, and every step, entering 
going out, when dressing, going meals, sleep- 
ing sitting, whatever do, whithersoever 
go, mark our foreheads with the sign the 
Cross.” 

St. Basil writes: “To make the sign the Cross over 
those who place hope Jesus Christ the first and 
best thing known among us.”

St. Gregory Tours says: “Whatever may the 
temptations that oppress us, must repluse them. 
For this end should make, not carelessly, but 
carefully, the sign the Cross, either our fore- 
head our breast.” 

St. Gregory Nazianzen thus defied the demon: 
you dare attack the moment death, 
for shall put you shamefully flight 
the sign the Cross.” 

St. Augustine says: “It with the symbol and sign 
the Cross that must march meet the enemy. 
The Cross sufficient cause all the machinations 
the spirit darkness perish.” 

10. St. Jerome says: “The sign the Cross buckler 
which shields from the burning arrows the 
demon.”

treme Unction, seventeen times, the administration 
all the sacraments, the sign the Cross used least 
once. the conferring tonsure, necessary condition 
for receiving even the first minor orders, the Bishop 
clips five small locks hair from the candidate’s head 
the form Cross. the Mass the sign the Cross 
made less than fifty-one times, while the blessing 
holy water, made twelve times. the recitation 
the Divine Office prescribed great many times. 


THE SIGN THE CROSS, SUMMARY THE 
PRINCIPAL MYSTERIES RELIGION. 

The act making the sign the Cross, the words 
uttered making it, teach the principal mysteries reli- 
gion, viz.: “In the name” not names expresses our belief 
the fundamental truth the unity God.

These are call invitation the angel God, 
the prayer used the blessing indicates, guard, 
protect, and favor the inhabitants, and petition that 
health, chastity, and every virtue may the fruit 
that repeated blessing.” the same article from 
which the above quoted says that have the 
testimony early Christian writers like St. Chrysos- 
tom that faithful frequently kept this blessed water 
during the course the year. 

Ordinary Holy Water, which blessed the priest 
for the use sprinkling the people before Mass 
and for use the door the Church. The laws 
the Church require that the holy water removed 
from all the fonts the doors the Church, during 
the last three days Holy Week. 


ORIGIN THE USE HOLY WATER THE

According some authorities the precept using holy 
water attributed the Apostle St. Matthew. Two re- 
cent discoveries, namely the Pontifical Serapion, 
bishop the fourth century, and the “Testamentum 
Domini” Syriac composition the fifth sixth cen- 
tury contain blessing oil and water during Mass.

The present rite blessing water prayer and mix- 
ture salt frequently referred St. Alexander 
who lived between 109 and 119 The blessing wa- 
ter before High Mass Sunday, and the sprinkling 
the neople before the Holy Sacrifice begins, are commonly 
attributed Pope St. Leo IV., who occupied the Chair 
St. Peter, 847 855, but many learned authorities trace its 
origin much remoter times. 

The custom placing holy water the door the 
Church still more ancient origin, while the custom 
the Christians sprinkling themselves with holy water 
before entering the house God. existed throughout the 
Church least from the time Tertullian, that is, before 
the end the second century. 


CEREMONY BLESSING THE WATER. 

The blessing the water consists exorcisms, prayers 
and the mingling salt with the water. exorcism 
generally pronounced over any material object that 
devoted the service God, order banish 
the evil spirit and destroy his influence, for the fall 
our first parents, the spirit evil obtained influence 
not only over man, but also over inanimate nature, whence 
called Scripture, “the prince this world.” 
the exorcism the salt put into the water, the 
priest addresses it, declaring that exorcises the 
Living God, the True God, and prays that may be- 
come exorcised for the use the faithful, that whoever 
uses may enjoy health soul and body; that all phan- 
tasms, and deceits the devil may depart 
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from the places where used, and that every evil 
spirit adjured Him who come judge the liv- 
ing and the dead. The salt then blessed with beauti- 
ful prayer which the Church asks God first, that may 
means salvation the soul; second, that may 
preservative against corporal dangers; third, that may 
sanctify every thing with which comes contact. 


Then follows the exorcism the water, the name 
God the Father Almighty, the name Jesus Christ His 
Son our Lord, and the name the Holy Ghost, for the 
dispelling all the power the enemy man, and that 
the same enemy with his apostate angels may utterly 
expelled the power the same Jesus Christ our Lord. 
This exorcism then followed the following prayer, 
Lord, who for the salvation mankind hast wrought 
many great mysteries and miracles means the sub- 
stance water, listen propitiously our invocations and 
infuse into this element, prepared 
tions, the power Thy benediction; order that Thy 
creature water, being used instrument Thy hid- 
den works, may efficacious driving away devils and 
curing diseases; that whatever the houses the 
places the faithful shall have been sprinkled with this 
water may freed from all guile. Let pestilential 
spirit reside there, infectious air; let all the snares 
the hidden enemy removed. and there should any- 
thing adverse the safety repose the indwellers, 
may put entirely flight the sprinkling this 
water, that the welfare which seek, the invoca- 
tion Thy holy Name, mav defended from all assaults 
through Our Lord Jesus Christ.”

conversation becomes when draws upon the views, 
the stories, even the expressions good writers! 
The views these writers clarify our views, enable 
see both sides disputed question, and.thus 
fit place the matter before others more clearly 
and fairly than would otherwise possible. The 
stories these writers enliven the conversation or, 
illustrating some point that have been trying 
prove, serve strengthen our arguments 
weaken those our adversary. expressions 
these writers are also helpful. Many time these 
expressions clothe our thoughts our own words 
could never have clothed them, many time they 
give forcefulness our utterances never found 
our weak and flabby constructions. Finally the 
spark genius always smouldering good litera- 
ture, sets fire, were, powers lying dormant 
within and these powers burst forth flames 
fluent speech brilliant repartee. 

the influence reading what our- 
selves write, can scarcely exaggerate it. 
would not accuse writers being plagiarists 
being devoid individuality think, however, 
that few, any, fail interweave with their original 
matter some least the material thought 
expression gleaned from the works that they have 
studied and admired. Not that this interweaving 
always done consciously. Just are prone 
adopt unconsciously the views and the language 
the human beings with whom are intimate, 
with equal unconsciousness adopt the views 
and the language the books that have made 
our friends. Far from being fault, this practice 
proper limits and that our friends, whether men 
books, the right sort. The child learns 
imitation, why not the man? The latter can always 
use his own way the knowledge obtained and thus 
give the stamp his individuality. lady rath- 
well known writer free verse, 
that when child she would read 
favorite poem several times, slowly and carefully, 
and then try write one with the same rime 
scheme, or, she called it, the same “jingle”. 
she grew older, she made serious study versi- 
fication, but she attributes much her later success 
the imitative efforts her childhood. Writers 
after all are like architects; their works differ 
they develop but they are built upon foundations 
that are made according given rules. 

And now come the crux our subject, the 
requirements for good reading, perhaps would 
more correct say for good reader. 

Whether one reads silently aloud one must 
have first all clear knowledge the meaning 
individual words used the context, and 
secondly intelligent grasp the writer’s struc- 
tural method. the first, one fails un- 
derstand the matter read and therefore reads with 
little profit. Indeed such reading this tends 
stultify the intellect rather than develop it. 
Without the second, one can scarcely appreciate the 
finer points the writing, such the clever de- 
vices employed secure emphasis connection. 
obtain exact knowledge the meaning 
words used given context, suggest friend- 
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intimacy with some standard dictionary that 
gives the various meanings word and illustrates 
these meanings means sentences. obtain 
grasp author’s structural method, rec- 
ommend slow and careful reading, repeated nec- 
cessary, some his most distinctive passages. 
appreciate according our taste and taste 
largely matter cultivation. Hence should 
accustom ourselves read only what good from 
both the moral and the literary viewpoint. True, 
sometimes find vile thoughts clothed fair words 
just sometimes find foul soul concealed 
beautiful body. the latter case, may un- 
able avoid contact; the former, are always 
free. would not soil our person, nay, nor our 
garments, with the filth dirty road, even were 
this filth cast upon the wheels royal char- 
iot; why then sully our minds, our immortal souls, 
with intellectual filth, even though flung 
shower golden words? 

Reading aloud, addition the requirements 
already named for silent reading, demands for its 
perfection pleasant, well modulated voice, correct 
pronunciation, clear enunciation and such flexiblity 
the vocal organs will ensure the changes 
tone required bring out the writer’s thought. 
gain pleasant, well modulated voice, one must 
study pitch, tonality, above all the proper way 
breathing. For correct pronunciation, one may cul- 
tivate the intimacy with standard dictionary al- 
ready recommended. Clear enunciation may ac- 
quired, provided there actual vocal impedi- 
ment, reading aloud slowly, carefully, frequently 
and regularly. Words that are particularly hard 
enunciate should receive special attention. Given 
normal vocal formation, flexibility the vocal or- 
gans largely matter practice. Voice culture 
undoubtedly help, although remains true that 
many who sing well read badly and many who sing 
badly read well. Sometimes accompaniment, 


played violin piano, will much soften 


otherwise harsh voice. Speaking accompani- 
ments, perhaps few realize how much the read- 
ing poem, even certain prose selections, 
may gain beauty from the accompaniment 
appropriate musical composition. 

are dealing only with the subject read- 
ing and not with that teaching how read, 
have purposely avoided the question methods. 
After all the means that take improve our own 
reading may serve, for the most part, improve 
the reading our pupils. can only succeed 
inspiring them with love for good reading, 
enabling them realize the help such reading will 
afford them, both personally and their intercourse 
with others, this love and this realization will 
much towards making them intelligent and intellig- 
ible readers. are religious, even Christian, 
teachers, can give them better object lesson 
than the picture Jesus reading and interpreting 
the Scriptures the synagogue Nazareth, that 
His—and our—Blessed Mother repeating her 
simple language the lessons the Scriptures her 
little Son, Nazareth’s humble home.

Seventy per 
cent. all the fatal automobile acci- 
dents, appears, befell people who 
were afoot.

Sixty- 
four pages French. 
forging.” 


“June 19. Sixty lines Hebrew: thir- 
pages French: ten pages 
‘Theory the Earth;’ eight lines Syr- 
iac; ten lines Danish; ten ditto Bo- 
hemian; nine ditto Polish; ten hours 
forging.

Must Calisthenics Go? 

the early days popular educa- 
tion the United States responsibili- 
teachers for the young people 
under their charge pertained merely 
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side. The physical well-being 
school children was not considered— 
except when illness made pupil in- 
capable studying and reciting, 
which case the pupil was sent home. 


Then came period when some at- 
tention was paid sanitary condi- 
tions—when the lighting, heating and 
ventilation school rooms ceased 
subjects utterly ignored, and 
thought was given the provision 
comfortable and hygienic seating ac- 
commodations place the old- 
fashioned benches, upon which for 
not few the pupils had been 
torture sit many hours time. 
For exercise that primitive era 
young people were left their own 
devices. The boys had their games 
leap-frog and chase and pull-away and 
crack-the-whip and marbles and ball; 
the girls skipped rope 
grace-hoops, while such amusements 
tag and London Bridge Falling 
Down were open all choosing in- 
dulge them. these activities 
that time there was little 
thought supervision the teacher. 
Rural and small-town conditions gave 
the youngsters “all outdoors” which 
play. 

Growth cities revolutionized the conditions 
child life, and long fifty years ago had 
begun to be recognized as imposing responsibil- 
ities American teachers. Calisthenics came 
into the schools, with marching and counter- 
marching to the music of the melodeon, and 
exercises like that of carrying a book on the 
head impart the habit erect bearing. 
some schools there were games with bean-bags. 
whatever would provide relief from sitting still 
and keeping quiet hour after hour was wel- 
come in the school room, and in practice gen- 
erally was found helpful the maintenance 


discipline well beneficial the health 
the pupils. 


Today physical exercise is as much regarded 
as germane to the school programme as in- 
struction mathematics spelling. Like 
other matters pedagogical, its principles from 
time to time supply subjects of controversy. At 
the moment, a lively discussion is in progress 
between groups representing conflicting view- 
points. On one side are advocates of exercises 
of the calisthenic type, in which every move- 
ment represents response command; 
the other side champions of the psychological 
tendency of the age, insisting upon less of the 
strictly supervised activities and greater de- 
pendence upon the characteristics of play. ‘the 
latter group for programme games, 
sports, dances and “natural gymnastics.” 


Set exercises for the purpose de- 
veloping physical ability and main- 
taining health, asserted, are bet- 
ter, doubt, than none all, but not 
nearly beneficial games which 
arouse the enthusiasm and enlist the 
co-operation the pupils. These 
bring imagination into exercise, where 
best the more formal system calls 
into operation nothing but muscle. 
For this reason declared the 
new school thought that “formal 
gymnastics renounced, and 
replaced purposeful, living, joy- 
ous forms play.” 


With this provided, there are op- 
portunities for initiative and leader- 
ship the grasping which chil- 
dren gain educational advantages 
bound exert beneficial influence 
later life. The idea behind this argu- 
ment not new might sup- 
posed, for its germ was Welling- 
ton’s observation that qualities which 
enabled the British win Water- 
loo were engendered the play- 
ground Eton. 


Yet does not follow that “formal 


gymnastics must renounced.” Much 
depends upon conditions. While less 
artificially regulated sports yield best 
results rule, conditions sometimes 
exist under which these are imprac- 
ticable, where classes 
benefit from periods devoted calis- 
thenics.
